Tunisia thus becomes the first Arab 
country to compel Jews to serve with 
the forces. Before the country was 
granted autonomy by the French there 
was no obligation on Jews to do 
military service, 7 

The decree makes national service 
obligatory for all Tunisians reaching 
the age of 20. Recruits will serve for 
one vear in the regular army after 
which they will be placed on the 
reserve for the mext 29 years,

It is.a fact that 
during the election campaign antisemitic 
leaflets. called for “the disclosure“ of 
the origin of candidates in an attempt 
to reveal to the elector that although 
some of them have Polish names they 
ure Jews. 

Details published in the Polish press 
show that the antisemitic campaign has 
not declined and, in some areas, Jews 
comtinue. to feceive annonymous letters 
threatening them_with death if they do 
not leave the country. In Lower Silesia 
the doors and windows of the houses of 
some Jewish doctors were smeared with 
exerement by hooligans. In several 
other jocalities Poles called at the homes 
of Jews “for inspection of their flais” 
which, they said, would soon be vacated 
because “all you Jews must clear out.’ 

At Lubawee a small township on the 
Polish-C zechoslovak frontier, the 
windows of Jewish homes were smashed 
and a number of Jewish inhabitants 
beaten. in anti-Jewish riots during the 
clection campaign.

Ten-Point Indictment 


Dr. Nahum Goldmann, in a statement 
in which he compared Nasser’s pro- 
gramme with Hitler's, said that “ twelve 
years aficr the defeat of Nazism we 
are again in the unhappy position of 
having to warn the world that il Nasser 
is not stopped the moral order every- 
where would be gravely jeopardised.” 

A resolution was unanimously passed 
by the meeting expressing sohdarity with 
Egyptian Jewry, and making the follow- 
ing ten-point imdictment against the 
Egyptian Government: (1) pillaging the 
Jewish community; (2) arresting Jews 
in droves without charge or judicial 
process; (3) interning them under 
inhuman conditions: (4) expelling them 
but demanding signed statements that 
ihey lfeft voluntarily; (5) denuding them 
of all possessions; (6) taking hostages 
from every Jewish family to silence those 
who escaped: (7) sequestrating Jewish 
property estimated at  $450,000,000; 
(8) dehberately impoverishing Jews by 
denying them means for a livelihood; 
(9) dismissing Jews from all public posts 
and services; and (10) withdrawing from 
Jewish professional people the night to 
practise their professions.

Lord Nathan’s Appeal 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Lord Nathan, in an address he gave 
recently at 82 Portland Place, W.1 
~—the residence of Mr. and Mrs, 
Simon R. Jacobs—in support of the 
Hillel Foundation Dinner. to be held 
on March 27, said Hillel House had 
not only proved itself very useful to 
the community but was recognised by 
the authorities of London University 
as being almost an integral part of 
the uwumiversity. Mr. Rosser Chinn 
presided, 

Lord Nathan, who is Hon. President 
of the Hillel Foundation. said the 
purpose of the Movement was to serve 
& particular category of youth. He was 
not one who believed in segregation. or 
would do anything to emphasise segrega- 


tion He hoped that all considered 
themselves as living in a mansion where 
there was room for everybody. But 


there were occasions when it was help- 
ful that Jewish young men and women 
should have the opportunity of asso-

CITY ALDERMAN’S 
ELECTION VETOED 
“No Reflection Upon 
Mr. Prince’s Honour” 
The election of Mr. Leslie B. 
Prince as Alderman of the Bishops- 
gate Ward in the City of London was 


not confirmed at a Court of Aldermen 
on Tuesday. over which the Lord 


Mayor, Sir Cullum Welch, presided. 


The Lord Mayor said that by ancient 
custom the election of an alderman was 
subject 10 ratification’.by the court 
“ ‘Having regard to the many and varkd 
duties which have to be performed by 
an alderman, for all of which hé must 
be entirely suitable,” said the Lord 
Mayor, “the court has come reluctantly 
to the conclusion that tt is unable to 
confirm the. election of Mr. Prince. 

“Te must be clearly understood,” the 
Lord Mayor added, “ thai the decision 
in no way reflects upon the honour or 
imegrity of Mr. Prince, who. as Sheriff 
and member of the Court of Common 
Council, has given valuable public service, 
which it is hoped he will continue to do 
for many years to come.” 

Mr. Prince, who ts a chartered account- 
ant. has served on the Common Council 
since 1990 and was Sheriff in 1954. After

276 votes to 167 cast for his nearest rival.

‘RMON FOR THE 


CHARTER OF LIBERTY 


HE current Sidra follows 
closely upon the description 
of the giving of the Ten 
Commandments, and contains the 
code of civil law which Moses was 
enjoined to transmit to his people. 
The opening words of the chapter 
pose a question of vital importance 
to the life of society. The very 
first of these laws defines the terms 
of purchase of a Hebrew slave, the 
conditions of his employment, and 
its duration. Our legalists have 
expounded this as the law affecting 
the Jew who, because of default or 
misdemeanour, is forced into servi- 
tude in order to repay his debt or 
to compensate the victim of his 
misbehaviour. 

But the question which must come 
readily to. mind is why is the law 
of the slave given pride of place 
within the civil code and why should 
it follow immediately after the Ten 
Commandments? One of the more 
modern commentators has offered a 
telling answer-—“this law exhibits 
that spirit of moderation and 
humanity which is the chief charac- 
teristic of the whole legislation. In 
the first of the Ten Commandments 
the Israclites had been conspicuously 
reminded of their redemption from 


slavery, and, therefore, the first civil 


law was devoted to the regulation of 
the condition of the slaves. God had 
raised the whole nation to becoming 
free citizens, and, therefore, its every 
member. was destined virtually to 
enjoy liberty. Personal liberty was 
the supreme principle of civil nmeght, 
This one idea suffices to comprehend 


- and to appreciate the nable tendency 


of Mosaism, and to distinguish this 
legislation from all other political 
systems of antiquity.” 


|! becomes abundantly clear that 
law reflects a fundamental prin- 
ciple. ht is the foundation upon 


which the whole structure of Jewish | 


ethics — rests Ihe sanctity of the 
human personality was ordained by 
Scripture at the very commencement 
of our national existence. It is 
virtually an integral part of the 
creation of man. It 1s the charter 
by which the whole life of socrety 
must be governed. Liberty is man's 
birthright : it impinges on every aspect 
of man’s relations with his fellows. 

This principle is specially applicable 
to the: relationship between various 


classes of society. It deserves par- 
ticular attention when one examines 
the attitude of those who occupy 
superior positions to those who are 
forced into inferior ones. The Bibli- 
cal reference to the slave can, in its 
widest connotation, serve as a pointer 
to the behaviour of master to servant, 
of employer to employee, of those 
who hold office to those who serve 
under their instruction. In a word, 
the law and the principle it enunciates 
apply to all those spheres where 
temptation exists to lord one’s posi- 
tion and to over-assess one’s entitle- 
ment to special privileges to the 
detriment of others, 


THs law serves aS a warning against 

all types and degrees of enslave- 
ment, against the crushing of another 
man’s spirit. clearly indicates that 
such actions are a crime against God 
and His -laws, tor they deny. or 
degrade the sanctity of the human 
personality and the liberty which is 
mans right, 

The Israclites were commanded to 
regard themselves as servants of God 
alone, and our rabbis wisely deduced 
from that imjunction that in rendering 
such service they were not to be 
reduced to the position of being 
“servants of servants,” 

- This is, indéed, a study in tolerance 
and in appreciation. of the worth of 
the human _ being. Materialistic 
interpreters of history may pride 
themselves that they have found the 
solution to the problems which disrupt 
society, but no exposition can approxi- 
mate to the dignity of the Jewish 
concept of man. his relations with his 
fellow, and his place within socicty.

70th Birthday Tributes

Mr. Leonard Alfred, Chairman of 
the Jewish Blind Society, to whom a 
presentation of an inscribed silver 
coffee set was made last week on the 
occasion of his 70th birthday, told a 
gathering of friends and colleagues in 
the Board Room of Messrs. Swears 
and Wells Ltd., 
W.1, that the 
Societys Homes 
were regarded not 
only by the com- 
munity but also by 
the Ministry of 
Health and national 
organisations for 
the blind as 
examples of what 
such Homes 
should be, 

This, he sajd, was 
due to the spirit and 
atmosphere which 
pervaded their 
Homes, and im that 


connection he paid 
tribute to the 


Matron and the 
other members of 
the staffs. 


Mr. Cyril J. Ross, 


O.B.E.., Deputy 
Chairman the 
Society, and Mrs. 


Ross, were the hosts 
for the occasion. 

In his tribute to 
Alfred for all 
the work which he had done for the 
Society, Mr, Ross spoke of the “ mea- 
sured calm” with which he controlled 
the meetings of the Committee. It was 
because they had a disciplined, methodical 
(hairman like Mr. Alfred that the Society 
was so efficiently run. What Mr. Alfred 
had achieved since he became the 
Society s Chairman, said Mr. Ross. was 
acknowledged not only by members of 
the communny but by those outside as 
well. But when they considered § the 
number of blind people for whom they 
still had to do something, M was apparent 
that-a big job still confronted them. 

The. Rev. Ephraim Levine said it was 


only a very few years ago that Mr. Alfred 
had rescued the Socicty from the dangcr 
of falling into oblivion. As a result of 
his great imagination it had developed to 
it$ present position in the community. 

Presemting the silver coflee set to Mr. 
Alfred, Mr. Ross stid tt had been sub- 
scribed for by the Au! Societies, by the 
members of the various commiitices, by 
the Hon. Officers, and by members of the 
Socicty’s various staffs.

In his reply, Mr. Alfred said that while 
he appreciated their wonderful gesture 
he did not regard what he did as a virtuc.

After paying tribute to the help which 
he had received in his work from his wife.

BLIND FROM EGYPT 
AND HUNGARY

The . Jewish Blind. Society has 
thrown open the doors of its Homes 
as Westcott and Margate to rective 
biind refugees from Egypt. and 
Hungary, stated Mr. Leonard Alfred, 
Vice-President and Chairman of the 
Society, when he spoke on Sunday at a 
dinner and ball given by the Hamp- 
stead and St. John’s Wood Committee 
for the Jewish Blind at Grosvenor 
House, W.1. 

While it would be a shame for the 
community to leave any Jewish blind 
person without care and attention, he 
said, the Society could not cater for 
existing needs without the active support 
of voluntary organisations which had 
the fate of the Jewish bhad at heart. 
To minister to the needs of over 1,000 
Jewish blind, who came for help, the 
Society was spending £85,000 yearly, he 
added. 

Mr. Norman H. Davis, Chairman of 
the Committee, handed Mr. Alfred a 
cheque for-four thousand guineas as the 
result of the Committee's fund-raising 
activities, with a “ firm promise “that 
another thousand guimeas would soon 


follow. 
He said that the personal service 
rendered by the members of his Com- 
mittee to the Jewish blind was as impor- 
tant as the financial contribution to the 
funds of the Jewish Blind Society.

TOPICAL MIDRASH 


Rabbi Dr. A. Melinek, of the 
Brondesbury Synagogue, has drawn 
my attention to an interesting midrash. 
at this time of Governmental changes.

sea in His might. Today He descends, 
at the Giving of the Law. to teach 


Torah to His children.” (Exodus 
Rabba 28, 5).

The F.€. 100 Pears Ago 


The following is an extract from 
THe Jewish of Feber 27, 
5617—January 23, 1857: 


INSOLVENT Desrors Court, January 
19.—The Rev. Joseph Charles 
Edwards, of the Established Church, 
the insolvent, stated, in reply to a 
creditor, that he had written a 
pamphict entitled “Can a Jew Sit 
in Parliament? and if not, why 
not ?" on account of which he had 
received 150 guineas from Mr. D.

Mr. Leonard Alfred, Chairman of 
the Jewish Blind Society, to whom a 
presentation of an inscribed silver 
coffee set was made last week on the 
occasion of his 70th birthday, told a 
gathering of friends and colleagues in 
the Board Rooth of Messrs. Swears 


and Wells Ltd., 
W.l, that the 
Society's Homes 


were regarded not 
only by the com- 
munity but also by 
the Ministry of 
Health and national 
organisations for 
the blind as 
examples of what 
such Homes 
should be. 


This, he said, was 
due to the spirn and 
atmosphere which 
pervaded thew 
Homes, and in that 
connection he paid 
tribute to the 
Matron and the 
other members of 
the staffs. 

Mr. Cyril J. Ross, 
O.B.E.. 
Chairman the 
Society, and Mrs, 
Ross, were the hosis 
for the occasion. 

In his tribute to 
Mr. Alfred for all 
the work which he had done for the 
Society, Mr. Ross spoke of the “ mea- 
sured calm" with which he controlled 
the meetings of the Committee. It was 
because they had a disciplined, methodical 
(hatrman lke Mr. Alfred that the Society 
was so eMiciently run. What Mr. Alfred 
had achieved since he became the 
Society's Chairman, said Mr. Ross, was 
acknowledged not only by members of 
the community but by those outside as 
well But when they considered the 
number of blind peaple for whom. they 
still had to do something, 4 was apparent 
that a big job still confronted them.

FRANZ ROSENZWEIG’S 
SERVICE TO JEWRY

“Franz Rosenzweig has done for 
modern Jewry what Maimonides did 
for medieval Jewry.” said Rabbi I. 
Maybaum, when he addressed the 
Hampstead Jewish Literary Society on 
Sunday evening.

TOPICAL MIDRASH 


Rabbi Dr. A. Melinek. of the 
Brondesbury Synagogue, has drawn 
my attention to an interesting midrash, 
at this time of Governmental changes, 
at least with regard to one member 
of the reshuffled Cabinet. On the day 
that he relinquished the office of First 
Lord of the Admiralty, Lord Hailsham 
became Minister of Education.

Not so, however, 1s it 
with God. Yesterday He waged war 
at the Red Sca against Egypt. as 
scripture records in the Sone of 
Moses, ‘the Lord is a Man of War.

sea in His might. Today He descends, 
at the Givine of the Law. to teach 


Torah to His children.” (Exodus 
Rabba 28, 5).

70th Birthday Tributes

BLIND FROM EGYPT 
AND HUNGARY

The Jewish Blind Society has 
thrown open the doors of its Homes 
as Westcott and Margate to receive 
blind refugees from Egypt — and 
Hungary, stated Mr. Leonard Alfred, 
Vice-President and Chairman of the 
Society, when he spoke on Sunday at a 
dinner and ball given by the Hamp- 
stead and St. John’s Wood Commitiee 
for the Jewish Blind at Grosvenor 
House, W.1. 

While it ‘would be a shame for the 
community to leave any Jewish blind 
person without cafe and attention, he 
said, the Society could mot cater for 
existing needs without the active support 
of voluntary organisations which had 
the fate of the Jewish blind .at heart.

Mr. Norman H. Davis, Chairman of 
the Committee, handed Mr. Alired a 
cheque for four thousand guineas as the 
result of the Committee's fund-raising 
activities, with a “ firm promise ~ that 
another thousand guineas would soon 
foliow. 

He said that the personal service 
rendered by the members of his Com- 
mittee to the Jewish blind was as impor- 
tant as the financial contribution to the 
funds of the Jewish Blind Socicty. 

Mr. Leslie Levens, Founder and Presi- 
dem of the Committee, also spoke.

FRANZ ROSENZWFIG’S 
SERVICE TO JEWRY 


By a Jewisu Curonicice Reporter 


“Franz Rosenzweig has done for 
modern Jewry what Maimonides. did 
for medieval Jewry.” said Rabbi I. 
Maybaum, when he addressed the 
Hampstead Jewish Literary Society on 
Sunday evening. : 

Rabbi Maybaum said that the impor- 
tance of Rosenzweig’s contribution la 
in his attempt to present a way of Jewis 
life ia the Diaspora—and this problem 
of combating assimilation. was very 
important today, when the majority of 
Jewish children attended non-Jewish 
schools. Rabbi Maybaum cmphasised 
that Jews living in a Christian country 
were continually exposed to Christianis- 
ing influences. Although child might 
be withdrawn from Scripture ‘classes, he 
still imbibed Christian ideas from the 
Wierature he was taughi, for culture 
could not be dissocmied from religion. 
Rosenzweie’s atiempt, “in “Sitar of 
Redemption,” to present to German Jews 
steeped in German culture a Jewish way 
of life, would repay study by members 
of the Anglo-Jewish community.

BRITAIN WILL 
SUPPORT U.N. 


Attitude to Disputed 
Areas 
By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


Whitehall circles say that Britain 
will not take the initiative in any U.N. 
action that might result from the 
Isracli decision to stand fast in the 
Gaza Strip and on the eastern coast 
of the Sinai Peninsula. 

The British Government's policy is at 
the moment to go along with the 
majority of the United Nations in an 
action they might decide on. This could, 
in theory, include economic sanctions 
against Israel for non-compliance with 
the U.N... Assembly resolution of 
November 2, 1956. 

The British Government is, however, 
working behind the scenes for acceptance 
by the United Nations of the idea that 
the United Nations Emergency Force 
should occupy the disputed areas. But 
nm is doubted in London whether the 
necessary two-thirds majority can be 
obiained in the U.N. Assembly, because 
of the numerical strength of the Afro- 
Asian-Soviet bloc. 


Jordan Treaty 


lt is expected in London that Mr. 
Hammarskjoeld will, after reporting to 
the United Nations -on Israel's non- 
compliance with the U.N. resolution, ask 
for new instructions. Ii is expected in 
official circles that the Afro-Asian bloc, 
led by India and Egypt. and supporicd 
by the Soviet group, will take up the 
demand for economic sanctions agains 
Israel for non-compliance, a demand 
which was dropped from the resolution 
by the United Nations last week in 
order to secure a large majority for it. 

The impression in official circles is 
that Britain will leave the decision 
whether to support sanctions or noi to 
the United States. 

The official Brinsh attitude to the 
presemt situation regarding the Angio- 
Jordan alliance ts A as iong as the 
Treaty between Britain and Jordan 
remains formally im existence Britain will 
fulfil her oblgations an@ go to the 
aid of Jordan m the event of an Isracli 
attack, if the British Government is asked 
to do so. 

The agreement reached in Cairo last 
week-cnd—it provided for the annual 
provision to Jordan by Egypt. Syria, and 
Saudi. Arabia for a period of ten years 
of £12.500.000 (£5.000.000 each from 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia and £2.500.000 
from Syria}—makes it virtually certain 
what the Angio-Jordan Treaty will be 
ended. Talks on the termination of the 
Treaty are expected to begin in about 
a fortnight.

AVAIL 


Gaza Strip Cannot be 
Returned to Egypt

Urgent Employment Problems

While the position and number—over 650—of Jewish refugees from 


Hungary remained materially unchanged up to Wednesday, the end of

is the British Agudas Israel, which has 
sent its tenth consignment of clothing, 
food, and religious requisites to Austria. 
Those refugees who are accommodated 
temporarily in the Shelter, in the East 
End of London, had a pleasant interlude 
on Sunday, when a group of 40 were 
taken to the Royal Albert Hall to the 
rehearsal concert by Yehudi Menuhin. 
The Shelter, I am informed by the 
Secretary, Mr. D. Gedalla, would 
welcome gifts of. sweets and chocolates 
as well as money for the refugees there, 
whose allowances have had to be cut to 
12s. per week for adults and 5s. for 
children.

: Lecture to Society of 
Jews and Christians

The series of lectures, “ Jewish and 
Christian Views On Religious Obser- 
vance,” organised by the London 
Society of Jews and Christians, a 
King’s Weigh House Church Hall, 
was concluded on Tuesday, when the 
Rev. John D. Rayner and the Rev.

Rayner pointed out that the type of 
worship which replaced them in the 
synagogue was new and revolutionary. 
It was no longer: sacrificial or sacerdoia! 
——prayer and instruction having taken the 
place of sacrifice. and laymen having 
taken the place of priests. 

In Judaism, he went on, there was 
never a division between public and 
private. worship, but it impressed upon 
“iS followers the duty always io pray as 
members of a congregation. 

Mr. Rayner stressed the corporate 
character of Jewish worship, in which 
the individual prayed for the whole con- 
regation and the congregation prayed 
sor the whole House of Isracl. He 
described Jewish’ prayers as a dialogue 
between God and His people. 
Rayner stated that the synagogue repre- 
sented one of the greatest contributions 
of Judaism to the workd, because it 
served as a model for both the Christian 
church and the Mohammedan mosque. 

Mr. Huxtable. who is the Principal of 
New College, London—a theological col- 
lege of the Congregationalists—acknow- 
ledged the influence of the synagogue 
not only on the early but even on the 
later Christian church. Corporate 
worship and prayer as a dialogue with 
God were equally typical of the various 
Christian churches, he said. The impor- 
lant addition to the pattern of worship 
taken over from the synagogue was the 
rite of sacrament, as a reminder of the 
Last Supper. |

Ships of all sizes, he went on, could 
easily pass through the Gulf of Aqaba 
into Elath harbour and so could tankers 
of all sizes, whereas only tankers up to 
a maximum displacement of 34,000 tons 
could go through the Suez Canal, The 
present rate of unloading at Elath—400 
tons daily—-would shortly be increased. 

Moreover, Mr. Baftur said, the 
development of Elath would ensure that 
the minerals of the Negev were exploited 
on an econdémic basis. The production 
of potash and phosphates was expected 
to reach 400,000 tons, and unless these 
could be shipped through Elath to the

JERUSALEM 

A report in the Hebrew press here 
that Mr, Lavy Bakstansky, General 
Secretary of the British Zionist Federa- 
con. had objected to the inclusion of 
\tr. Peretz Bernstein, the leader of the 
General Zionist Party in Israel, in the 
good-will mission being sent to Britain 
by the Jewssh Agency, has aroused 
much indignation in General Zionist 
circles here. 

In a statement made to me a@ repre- 
centative of the General Zionist Party 
said: “ tt is dowbtful whether the Zionist 
tcderation of Great Britain is fully 
ioformed of the party politics being pur- 
sued by Mr. Bakstansky. For years he 
his ‘excommunicated " General Zionists of 
Is;acl. Since the establishment of the State 
of Israc! he bas prevented invilauions from 
beng made to any General Zionist 
emissary to take part in appeals... . 

“ During the past few years an oppor- 


tunity was taken to raise the matt 
Mr. Israci Sieff, and he hee hed 
surprise at hearing of this policy 
During his last visit here he was again 
informed of the position, this time by 
the Jewish Agency Executive member 
Mr. Dolchin. and again expressed dis- 
aporoval, Nevertheless nothing has 
changed and it would therefore appear 
that Zionist workers in England are not 


interested in the machinations of Mr 
Bakstansky, and the impression is gained 
here that there is no British Zionist 


Federation—there is onl ‘ 
and his office.”

Unlike so many modern 
short-story writers who labour with 
prissy delicacy at what purports to be 
the human heart, and manage to 
extract, with luck, the tonsils, Babel 
leaps with a kind of wounding 
accuracy on the precise expression to 
reveal the heart of a situation. 

Babel’s situation was in _ itself 
strange enough, He was a Ukrainian 
Jew who was with, and yet not of, 
Budenny's Red Cavalry, as he was of, 
and yet not with, the ghetto Jews 
without whom he nevertheless seems 
to have found it impossible to people 
his new world. The book is made up 
of the “ Red Cavalry” stories, which 
describe his Cossack experiences, and 
“Tales of Odevsa” and Stories,” 
which deal mainly with his childhood 
in the Ukraine. The collection reveals 
the major conflicts which troubled the 
writer, and which created the tensions 


and ironies within his work. For 
Babel, in trying to reconcile within 
himself opposite magnetic poles, 


achieved a kind of duality of vision 
which enabled him to explore and 
reveal what was essential in both. 


Violent Men 


In “ Red Cavalry,” the emancipated, 
intellectual, and bloodshed-hating Jew 
tries to create within himself the new, 
whole man by embracing the brutal, 
and yet in some ways curiously 
attractive, life of violent and primitive 
men. But he brings with him his 
glasses, which are referred to again 
and again, and become the symbol of | 
the barrier between himself, the 
intellectual, contemplative Jew, and 
those magnificent animal creatures 
who can trample for hours on a man 
to “ get at the soul.” The bespectacled 
product of the ghetto tries an act of 
violence. and. gains... the... grudging 
acceptance of his comrades, But the 
barrier is internal as well as external. 
His comrades may accept him jn this 
role, but he cannot accept himself. At 
night he dreams of the blood he has 
shed. He describes the most sickening

There is ‘scarcely a story or sketch 


in which a Jew -is not somewhere 
discovered, even when Babel seems to 
be identifying most completely with 
the Cossacks. In an epithet from the 
mouth of a Cossack, in a _ throat 
beneath a sword, in the Chassidic 
shool of a Polish town, the Jew 
becomes, somehow, a symbol of an 
opposed, ascetic way of life, exerting 
its own fascination, its own repulsion, 


Ihe “Tales. of Odessa” and 
“ Stories” give some insight into the 
background and early life of the 


writer. Here he contrivés to reveal 
unsentimentally the character of 
ghetto lyfe. It was sordid, pathetic, 
rich, tragic, sometimes bizarre, and 
often hilariously funny. To a sensitive 
small boy it was filled with a thousand 
hells. Here Babel witnessed — his 
father’s humiliation at the hands of 
the Cossacks, and saw also, in the 
gangster king of the ghetto, the kind 


‘of amoral freedom and strength which 


later drew him to the Red Cavalry. 
Of particular jnterest to the 


Western reader is the question which 


scems to pose itself as he reads. These 
are Red Cossacks, but they behave no 
differently from the White. Is this 
the stuff of a new world? That 
Babel had faith in the necessity for 
the new world there is no doubt. But 
he does not scant his perception or 
his art in favour of his faith. This 
irony, like many others, he does not 


suppress. His attitude and hopes are 
revealed, wrily, in the “Karl- 
Yankel ” story, in which the newborn 


child's parents wrangle in court over

Karl for Karl Marx or Yankel: 

“I had grown up on these streets, and now 
it was Karl-Yankel’s tarm. But they hadn't 
fought for me a8 now they were fighting for 
him: few were those to whom I had been any 
concern. “Its not possible.” | whispered to 
myscli, ‘it's not possible that you won't be 
happy, Karl-Yankel. It's not possible that you 
won't be happier than I.’ 


It is not known whether Babel 
found his hopes to be justified. He 
was imprisoned in a concentration 
camp duriug the 1937 purges and is 


believed to have died there a few years 
later.

MARC CHAGALL’S ILLUSTRATIONS 


IHustrations for the Bible. By 
CHAGALL. Paris: Verve No. 33-34. 
London: Zwemmer, £8 &s.

In -1930 Ambroise Vollard com- 
missioned Marc Chagall to illustrate 
the Bible. Ten years aed he died, but 
Chagall had already etched 105 plates, 
more than half the projected series, 
and many of them have been shown 
from time to time in the London 
galleries. 

Now they have been published, with 
16 new lithographs in colour and 12 
in black and white, none of which are 
unfortunately of the same calibre as 
the etchings. Nor are they happily 
placed in the volume, for they are 
inserted in the middle of the series 
( Moses,” “Kings,” “ Prophets ”) 
that they appear to introduce. There 
is a clear and balanced introduction 
by Meyer Schapiro, and a poem by.

Solomon ; and the Elijah,

For his models he uses no heroic 
figures, but the Jews he was familiar 
with in the ghettoes of Eastern 
Europe.

The First Issue of Israel 
By L. N. and M. WILLIAMS 


In the spring of 1948, when the 
founding of the State of Isracl was in 
prospect, one of the many tasks which 
had to be undertaken was the prepara- 
tion of postage stamps.

Printing was begun on May 3. The 
same day a state of war was declared, and 
the work had to be carried out under 

war conditions. A strict black-out was 
observed, the stamps often having to be 
printed by candlelight. Despite the 
difficulties and the fact that this was the 
first time that any postage stamps had 
been produced in the Holy Land, every- 
thing Was ready on time. 

On May 16 the stamps were put on sale, 
and there was great jubilation throughout 
the country, for these scraps of coloured 
paper proved for all to see that the 
State of Israel had come into being. The 
first issue consists of nine values, ranging 
from 3 to 1,000 mils. for it was not until 
the mext year that the currency was 
changed to prutot, 


Rise in Value 


There was a fair demand from 
collectors for these catly stamps, but at 
first there seemed to pe cnough for 
everybody. A few years later the Sit'@- 
tion changed, and the demand especially 
for the three highest values. far out- 
stripped the supply. So scarce and 
valuable have the 250.

Appeal to Federal German Chancellor 
BRITISH RECOMMENDATION SHELVED FOR A YEAR 


FROM 


A direct appeal to Dr. Adenauer, 
the Chancellor of the Federal Ger- 
man Republic. to expedite indemnifi- 
cation payments to the victims of 
Nazism was issued by the Board of 
Pirectors of the Conference on Jewish 
Material Claims Agaimst Germany in 
the course of a two-day meeting of 
the Board here last week-end. 

Mr. Jacob Blawsiein, the Senior 
Vice-President of the Claims Con- 
ference. presented the 1957 budget, 
which included the following alloca- 
tions: $7,500,000 for rehef and 
rehabilitation projects ; $1,229,000 for 
cultural and educational reconstruc- 
tion: and $650,000 for the United 
Restitution Organisation. 

Mr Blaustem said that $6,890,000 
from all the relef and rehabilitation 
allocations had been earmarked for pro- 
grammes in Europe conducted by the 
local Jewish welfare agencies and the 
American Jomt.

Dr, Nahum Goldmann, who presided 
over the sessions, pointed out that the 
injustices for which indemnification was 
claimed were committed under the Nazi 
régime over twenty years ago. * Fae 
majority of the victims, neverihe- 
38, fuve failed. to this very day, to 
receive the payments due to them.” Dr, 
Goldmann said. 

The three-point Conference resolution 
urged the Federal Government (1) to 
eniarge the staffs at German indemnifica- 
tion offices to expedite the handling of 
the 1,000,000 claims which were pend- 
ing; (2) to provide funds to supplement! 
the sums carmarked for payment in 
government budgcis wherever the 
volume of claims was greater than 
anticipated and (3) to standardise and 
to simplify mdemnification procedures to 
permit the uniform and specdier ircal- 
ment of claims throughout the German 
Federal Republic.

Conference funds in the past three 
years, Mr. Leavitt continued, had also 
assisted the emigration of 8,000 refugees 
from Europe to other countries, the 
resettiement and integration of 2.000 
refugees, mosily in European countries, 
the grant of 000 refabilitauon loans 
for artisans, tradesmen, and members of 
the free professions in ten lands, and 
vecational trammg or reiraiming for 
20,000 persons in Six European 
countries. 


New Community Centres 


Mr. Leavitt drew attention to the co#i- 
tnbution Conference funds had made in 
the past three years to the strengthening 
of Jewrsh communitves which suffered 
most at the hands of the Nazis. Capital 
projects already completed with the aid 
of Conference funds, as well as plans 
for the ¢xpansion or repair of com- 
munal or central welfare institutions, had 
included the provision of 19 Homes tor 
the Aged in Ausiriw.

VIENNA 

The management of the Austrian 
Assistance Fund, the organisation 
dealing with compensation to former 
Austrian Jews now living abroad, has 
announced here that the final date for 
submitting applications for compen- 
sation—June 10, 1957—will not be 
extended. 

Any extension, the FPund considers, 
would result in delaying payments to 
those who have made application within 
the prescribed time. 

Hitherto, only persons over the age 
of 75 have been granted advance 
payments amounting to half the sum 
allocated them on the basis of their 
compensation claims. The first payments 
will be made shortly to persons beiween 
the ages of 70 and 75 who are no longer 
able to work and who have no other 
source of income.

disappointing (and. not a little 
itogical) to find the United King- 
dom, Australia, and New Zealand, 
who had opposed the resolution of 
November 2 which demanded. 
amiong other things, that Israeli 
forces should withdraw to the 
Armistice lines, voting. with the 
majority. Only France, to her 
credit, had the courage and con- 
sistency to stand by Israel in 
opposing the resolution. Here was 
an opportunity which the United 
Kingdom unfortunately missed to 
support those countries which were 
imvolived with her in the armed con- 
flict in Suez and to show that she 
had a realistic appreciation of the 
situation. As it is, the United 
Nations has taken the easiest way 
round an admittedly extremely 
difficult situation instead of coming 
tO grips with it. 


Public opinion, im this country 
at any rate, appears to be ahead 
of the Government, for there are 
increasing indications from. all 
Quarters of mounting criticism of 
the way in which the United 
Nahons is behaving. It must 
always be remembered, however, 
that the United Nations is just as 
eflective as its members make it. 
This, of course, is its weakness, for 
there are so .many conflicting 
interests in the Organisation that it 
is today virtually unable to achieve 
a constructive policy Having 
agreed to establish the United 
Nations Emergency Force to take 
over from the British, French, and 
Israch armies in occupation of 
Egyptian territory, it now remains 
doubtful-——part of the task having 
been completed—whether jt will be 
allowed to contmue in. existence 
except by the consent of Colonel! 
Nasser, for India, Yugoslavia, and 
Sweden have announced their inten- 
tion to withdraw their troops if the 
Egyptians request them to do so. 
The United Nations resolution 
condemns the Israelis. for. not 
withdrawing their forces to the 
Armistice lines without making 
any provision for ensuring Israel's 
protection against attack from 
Egypt, despite the fact, as every- 
one knows, that.it was the constant 
incursions of Egyptians and threats 
of annihilation which provoked the 
Israelis to attack Egypt before the 
attempt was made “to throw them 
into the sea”” For more than eight 
years, in defiance of international 
law and resolutions of the United 
Nations, the Egyptians have block- 
aded the Gulf of Aqaba and the 
Suez Canal against Israeli shipping, 
apart from marauding into Israel. 
But when the United Nations came 
to deal with the problem of non- 
compliance with its resolutions, it 
concerned itself only with. Israel's 
default and no mention was made 
of Egyptian transgressions. No 
one. would wish to see the United 
Nations eliminated, but if it is to 
serve the purpose for which it was 
created it has got to give a better 
impression of fairness than it has 
in its handling of the Israeli-Arab 
problem. 

This is not simply a matter of 
sentiment ; it is a question of com- 
mon sense. Mr. Abba Eban has 
rightly said that Israel is concerned 
with security, not territorial gain. 
The object of the United Nations 
is to establish and to maintain 
peace in the world, and this can be 
done if the nations feel secure. The 
failure of the United Nations to 
give security to Israel—-which, as 
Sir Norman Angell (a Nobel Peace 
Prize-winner) has reminded the

world in a forceful letter to Time 
AND Tipe, was created by the 
United Nations—can only lead to 
further disturbances and greatly 
increase the risks of war. This is 
an elementary propesition which 
should have been cbvious to all 
members of the United Nations. 
But if the United Nations are not 
prepared to satisfy this minimum 
requirement of one of its members, 
who can blame that member if it 
acts in its own interests ? Israel 
requires for her existence freedom 
of navigation in the Gulf of Aqaba 
and protection from Egypt's 
aggressive designs. There is a 
growing body of opinion which 
applauds Mr. Ben-Gurion’s cour- 
ageous determination to remain in 
the Gaza Strip and down the west 
bank of the Gulf of Aqaba as far 
as Shram El Sheikh and the Island 
of Tiran until such time as the 
United Nations or some other body 
can guarantee the security which is 
Israel's right. 


BOOK WEEK 


THE celebration of Jewish Book 
Week during the coming week will 
matk the fifth annual observance 


- of what has now become a notable 


and eagerly awaited occasion in 
our communal calendar. . Sincere 
congratulations and gratitude are 
due to the Jewish Book Council, 
which has so successfully estab- 
lished this new and important 
event in Angilo-Jewish life. 


Despite invidious comparisons 


which aré sometimes made with 


other communities, it cannot be 
sufficiently stressed that 'Anglo- 
Jewry inherits literary traditions of 
great lustre. It is not without sig- 
nificance that the founding of our 
community, which the Tercentenary 
celebrations have lately commemo- 
rated, was closely associated with 
the publhecation of a series of 
famous books by Manasseh ben 
Israel. And the continuance of the 
tradition may be brought home to 
us by a consideration of some 
current literary anniversaries.

“was born in London on January 20, 


1857, and during a lifetime of 73 
years won distinction as journalist, 
author, historian, and diplomatist. 
In these many-sided activities he 
resembled Manasseh ben Israel, 
whose mission to Oliver Cromwell 
he recounted in an outstanding 
historical work. Just seventy years 
ago, he. was a principal promoter 
of the Anglo-Jewish Historical 
Exhibition, which opened at the 
Royal Albert Hall in April, 1887. 


Yesterday was the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the death of Moritz 
Steinschneider, who died im Berlin 
on January 24, 1907, at the vener- 
able age of 90. As the founder of 
the science of Jewrsh bibliography, 
his name 1s renowned throughout 
the world, and, although he lived 
most of his Ife in Berlin, Stem- 
schneider himself always had a 
tremendous’ admiration for the 
English, 
trasted with the -Prussian Junkers. 
It was in England that he earned 
his chief laurels, through his 
famous “ Catalogue of the Hebrew 
Books in the Bodleian Library, 
Oxford.” . The compilation of this 
great work occupied him for 
thirteen years, and it was during 
this time, just a century ago in 
1857. that there was published in 
London a volume of his which 
established yet another landmark 
in Jewish literary history. It was 
“Jewish Literature from 
the Eighth to the Eighteenth 
Century, with an Introduction on 
Talmud and Midrash,” and the 
translator was. the the President of 
the Roval Society, William Spottis- 
woode, Printer to the Queen. 


Sixty years ago, nm 1897, Solomon 
Schechter returned from Cairo to 
Cambridge with his Geniza dis- 
coveries, and Adolf Neubatier at 
Oxford was also occupied with 
deciphering like treasures. They 
displayed the same zeal and 
ingenuity as do our present-day 
scholars who are now engaged in 
interpreting the new find of the 
Dead Sea Scrolls. ‘It is an impor- 
tant part of the function of Jewish 
Book Week to remind us of the 
greatness of our literary heritage. 
At the same time, this festival of 
books is no. “highbrow” affair, 
but is intended to make the widest 
popular appeal to contemporary 
readers, The real purpose of this 
celebration is to instil a love of good 
literature in. the men, women, and 
children of the whole community.

DISILLUSIONED 


UP till now PravDa and every 
other Soviet newspaper has com- 
pletely ignored the message which 
a number of important Jewish 
writers, poets, and artists, includ- 
ing Sholem. Asch, addressed to the 


Russian press in an attempt to give 
the Russian public the truth about 
Isracli-Arab relations. The letter 
was sent by way of reply to a 
manifesto published in PRAVDA 
last November, signed by a group 
of 34 Soviet Jews, no doubt under 
pressure, condemning Israel and 
denouncing it as the tool of 

‘imperialist aggression” against 
To those acquainted with 
Communist “ objectivity,” this sup- 
pression of an important statement 
will come as no surprise. This con- 
temptuous refusal by the Soviet 
press even to mention the letter 
must have added to the sense 
of disillusionment now being 
experienced by a number of Jewish 
intellectuals, including some Jewish 
Communists, and given them the 
incscapable conviction that when 
it comes to the existence of Israel 
the loudly proclaimed policy of the 
Kremlin rulers in regard to the 
rights of small nations really means 
nothing. 


It becomes equally apparent that 
where Jews are concerned, Com- 
munist anti-racial doctrine is Set 
aside. Even Jewish Communists, 
however belatedly, 
this to be true. The findings of 
Professor Hyman Levy, extracts of 
which were published in last week's 
issue of THe Jewtsh CHRONICLE, 
have confirmed the worst appre- 
hensions. As is known, he went to 
the Soviet Union as a member of 
a delegation, he himself having 
investi- 


artists, and intellectuals had been 
tortured and killed and Jewish 
culture suppressed. 
many obstacles put in his way, he 


uncovered what appears to be 
incontestable evidence that these 
‘reports. repeatedly published in 


and obstin-

FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


While furniture is, it need hardly be said, the main attraction at 
the Furniture Exhibition at Earl's Court, it is probable that the eve 
of the uninstructed visitor will be first caught by something that has 
nothing Whatever to do with furnishine—at least, with the sort of 
furnishing that is a practical proposition for the ordinary man with 
a reasonable income. 

This is the remarkable “ Cascade of Light,” desiened by Misha 
Black, O.B.E., F.S.1.A., who was appointed as co-ordinating designer 
for the public section of the vexhibition: It is a@ 100-foot-hivh 
tower rising to the roef of the exhibition hall, suspended over a 
flower-bed of spring blossoms, with 150 blown-glass shapes,: and 
floodlighting.. The display treatment is by Robert Wetmore, M.S1.A. 
who has designed a series.of movable ceiling panels and free-standing 
slab panels, coloured variously in green, blue, and orange. Furnishing 
textiles have been used to provide colourjul backgrounds. 

Mr. Biack, who is a past President of the Society Of Industrial 
Artists and a member of the Council of Industrial Desien and of the 
Advisory Council’ of the Institute of Contemporary Arts. was 
co-ordinating architect for the Upstream Section of the South Bank 
Exhibition, Festival of Britain 1951, and one of the two designers 
of the Anglo-Jewish Exhibition in connection with the Tercentenary 
celebrations last year. He has desiened exhibitions for the United 
Kingdom Government, Unesco, and others in Great Britain. France.

JEWS IN THE INDUSTRY 


Wo kes and 
By A. R. 


HE furniture industry, next 
to garment-making, absorbed 
the second largest proportion 

of the stream of Jewish immigrants 
into this country from Eastern 
Europe, which began in the second 
half of last century. 

As in the case of the garment 
workers the conditions in those 
early furniture shops were most 
appalling, and the workers soon 
began to struggle for a more 
humane existence by the organisa- 
tion of a trade union. 

the first-union was formed tn Lon- 
don in’ 1887 with the assistance of 
the Berner Street Club (the first 
Jewish Labour Club in the world), ol 
which many cabinet-makers . were 
members, Soon afterwards ‘Jewish 
branches of the Alliance of Cabinet 
Makers (a British trade union ofl 
that time} were formed in London and 
in the main provincial towns.

dren), who employed large numbers 
of workers, non-Jews as well as Jews. 
The joint efforts of these workers led 
to the attainment after the First 
World War of a shorter working week 
and a time rate which was recognised 
by the London Furniture Employers’ 
Federation and compared favourably 
with conditions in other skilled trades. 

Shortly afterwards, however, from 
the carly 1920s onwards the conditions 
of the workers begin to deteriorate 
rapidly, in spite of the great expan- 
sion of the furniture-making industry 
between the two world wars. 
Numerous factorics of considerable 
sprang up; mainly. in the outlying 
districts of North-East London. for the 
mass-production of all grades of tur- 
niture “with the latest modern 
machinery, which dispensed with the 
skill of the trained craftsmen. 
factories were staffed with semi-skilled 
and even unskilled workers, paid at 
very low rates. which thus constituted 
a definite danger both to the skilled 
workers and to the old-cestablshed 
emplovers who still observed union 
conditions. 


A Bitter Struggle

the main skilled cabimet-makers. and

STARTING FROM SCRATCH

HEN two people set out 

on their main basic task of 

“ furnishing “their home, 
they should banish first of all those 
dangerous interior § decorating 
clichés which may be current at 
the time. A home should in many 
ways reflect your two personalities 
—this in itself presents the first and 
obvious difficulty, that of recon- 
ciling two completely different 
characters. Although you may 
agree on many things, very rarely 
will you find a man and a woman 
who have precisely the same taste 
in furnishing. 

Most of us in this predicament, 
then, must “agree to disagree” ; 
having got this far, the economics 
of any planning will start asserting 
themselves. Undoubtedly, _ the 
feminine influence will make itself 
felt in ideas for the bedrooms and 
kitchen. A bedroom should be 
elegant and easy on the eye, since 
it is the room which one sees last 
thing at night and first thing in 
the morning. 

Whichever style of furniture you 
choose, Never try to save money on 
a bed. this a worthwhile expenditure 
no matter how you cut down on the 
other units. If the property is your 
own or you hold a lease of justifiabic 
length it is worth thinking of “ build- 
ing ing or building against wall-space, 
furniture to your own specification— 
to have drawers of the right width 
and length is a blessing we all long 
for. When * building out” a dress- 
ing-table however, watch the placing 
of the wall mirror—its a bad thing 
to be standing in your own light when 
making-up! 

lf vou have “no built-in banging 
space, or not enough, and you want 
to put off buyimg another large picce 
of furniture for the bedroom until a 
later there are .several ways 
vou can get round this problem with 
either temporary Or petmanent 
measures [here is of course, the 
obvious “corner” hanging arrangc- 
ment. curtained off. A more attrac- 
tive idea. which can at the same time 
prove extremely effective, is to con- 


date, 


vert a good length of ‘wall into mock 


window space. By building out from 
the wall a pelmet of chosen width 
(as little as 12 inches depth will give 
good hanging space if clothes are 
hung at an angle) you. can achieve

required. The middle portion can be 
made to appear as a window—ideally, 
use an enlargement of your favourite 
scene from a really good photograph 
—Or you can use mirror glass and

There are many schools of thought 
on the subject of carpeting—colour- 
ing, patterned or plain, fitted or other- 
wise; but all will agree On One 
thing—cheap carpeting is again false 
cconomy, This year there will be 
greater scope than ever before for 
any young couple to carpet their 
homes on a lower budget.

THE FURNITURE 
COUNCIL 


The President of the Board of 
Trade has decided that the, Furniture 
Development Council is to continue 
in existence, although some minor 
changes may be made in its compo- 
sition. 

The Council came into cxisience on 
January 1, 1949. as the resuh .of an 
Order in Council which was due to 
expire in March of (bis year, Its objects 
include the discOvery of betier and more 
cconomical methods of furniture pro- 
duction, mainiaming and improve- 
ment of quality. and standards, and the 
safeguarding of the well-being of workers 
in the industry. Apart from cotton, 
furniture is the only. major industry in 
which such a council, springing from the 
Industrial Organisation and Develop- 
ment Act of 1997. has shown satisfaciory 
resuils, 


[hroughout its existence the council 
has “met. wiih. opposition from some 
sechons. of the furniture industry. 


Although in recent years the numbers of 
manufacturers and iraders making use 
of ts services have increased. the manu- 
facttiring side has never. given iis full 
approval. .When the question of. its 
continuance came up for consideration 
recently some manufaciurers were of 
the opinion that ii should be wound up, 
its research aCliVi les should be 
carried on by an independent associa- 
tion, and that tts other functions should 
be taken over by the indusiry’s own 
joint indusirial council and its - trade 
associations.

FE often hear the term 
“family business; but 
few firms can merit it in 

quite such @ thoroughgoing fashion 
as H. & L. Epstein, makers of fine 
‘orniture. The brothers Harry and 
i ouis, sons of the founder, super- 
vise a job from the taking of an 
order through the selection of 


timbers and veneers to the com- 
pletion of @ piece. 

Among the craftsmen are four 
father-and-som “teams.” These 
include the foreman chair-maker, 
Mr. Edward Cole, and his son 
Leonard, who. recently. took over 


his father’s work because of the. 


latter's illness. “Leonard,” I was 
told, “has even got his father’s 
special ways Of working.” 
father and son are carvers as well 
as chair-makers, an unusual com- 
bination of skills.

it is merely a question of seven years’ 
apprenticeship and practice. Mr. W. 
Bishop, who began his carcer before 
the 1914-18 war and has been with 
thes firm for between ten and eleven 
years, still uses tools which belonged 
to his father. Several must be seventy 
Or eighty years old, and there may 

some who have reached the 
century mark. Carvers are in short 


supply, for the youfgsters are not 
keen to take it up, and those who do 
sekiom go back to it after their 
National Service. in London beiore 
1939 there were some hundred and 
fifty to two hundred members of the 
Carvers’ Branch of the Nationa! Union 
of Furniture Operatives. Today. the 
number is down to under fifty. Yet 
the demand for this type of work is 
greater now than during the post-war 
period. As a result, a man of 73 is 
able to earn good monty. 

French furniture in the style of 
Louis XIV and Louis has been 
a speciality of this firm for some three 
years. in the upholstery section | 


came across two enchanting examples 


—@ stool and small chair finished in 
cream French lacquer and covered in 
a delicate satin stripe fabric. Like the 
best period English furniture, these 
French pieces combine dignity and 
grace, but they have in addition a 
hght-hearted quality which seems to 
show that their makers found fun as 
well as satisfaction in their work. I! 
would have lost my heart to these 
pieces had I not already lost it to a 
magnificent dining-set in mahogany, 
the chair backs carved with Prince of 
Wales's feathers. 


The three-piece upholstered suites. 


often use panels of French tapestry 
or hand-embroidery in soft colours. 
The embroidery, by the way. conforms 
to the old rule and is almost as neatly 
finished at the back as at the front. 


Fine Chair-Making 


Perhaps most interesting of all is 
the chair-making section. A wooden 
skeleton of a chair looks fine to the 
uninstructed cye, but—“ We'll have 
to take another quarter of an inch 
off that arm, just. there,” says . Mr. 
Louis Epstein. “ The rail should 
come lower. Probably tear the thing 
to pieces.” he concludes cheerfully, 
“but we'll get it right.” Next, the 
visitor sees a superb example of chair- 
making, in walnut, its front legs end- 
ing in hooves and with beautiful, 
subtle lines to its other legs and tall, 
carved back It is a copy by Mr. 
Cole of the Daniel Marot chairs at 
Hampton Court Palace. To examine 
this chair and then.to reflect that in 
1928 six. Marot chairs from Pinkie 
Hotise were auctioned for £1,900 is 
fo realise why a fine set of chairs, 
antique or reproduction, ts expensive. 
How could they be anything else”

Epstein & Goldman's 
Record 


Another firm with a long record 
of craftsmanship is Epstein & 
Goldman (1949), Ltd. Me. Sidney 
Epstein took over the business from 
his father in 1919, and, except for 
a period during the war, has con- 
tinuously been manufacturing hand- 
made furniture ever since. His 
partnership with Mr. Deco, a 
timber merchant, has resulted in the 
fusion of craftsmanship with the 
skilful selection of timber. 


This is one of the few firms that 
do not use the spray method of polish- 
ing; and work is carried on very 
largely in the same way as was 
customary 150 years ago. 


In common with the few other 
manufacturers of hand-made quality 
furniture, Epstein & Goldman are 
faced with the difficulty of recruiting 
craftsmen in what has become toda, 
to a great extent a mass-production 
industry. They are fortunate, how- 
ever, in possessing a team of carvers. 
polishers, and cabinet-makers who 
have worked harmoniously together. 
in some cases for over twenty years. 
They can boast of having served three 
generations in many Anglo-Jewish 
families, and their wares have been

TRADE’S AID TO 
ISRAEL 


. Development of 
Ein Gedi 


By RALPH RURKA* 


Members of our industry have for 
many years now been in the forefront 
of the movement in this country which 
mobilises financial aid to Israel. 

Our proud record is in ao small 
measure due to the inspiration of Mr. 
Isaac Wolfson, who has been so 
powerful an influence upon the J.P.A, 
as a whole. In this he has been 
assisted also by his son, Leonard, and 
we in the industry regard the Wolf- 
sons, senior and junior, as forming a 
natural leadership in all our projects 
whose objects are the speedy develop- 
ment of Israel's economy. 

The furniture industry in Great Bitain 
assumed. responsibility, some years ago, 
for the development of Ein Gedi, a 
settlement built on the shores of the Dead 
Sea, Sery close to the Jordan frontier. 
An amount of £150.000 was raised 
to build houses, provide implements, to 
develop irigated land—in fact, to make 
Ein Gedi a thriving outpost in what has 
too lone been a wilderness of negiect. 

During 1956 the industry subscribed 
an additional £126,000 for the general 
purposes of sending immugrants to Israel 
and rehabilitating . them _ there. An 


intensive campaign was recently initiated 
for 1957.

BACKGROUNDS ON DISPLAY | 70 INTERESTING 


By KAY ANDERSON 


ARPETS, curtains, and wall- 
papers are as much part of 
a home as tables and chairs ; 

and choosing and matching them 

becomes of increasing importance. 

Some months ago two big firms 

introduced a service by which some 

nine hundred shops all over the 
country make it possible for you 
to match carpets and curtains under 

one roof. This scheme stresses a 

fact which many of us learned the 

hard. way—when furnishing from 
scraich it is simplest to begin with 
the carpet. 

There is no need to be afraid of 
brigit colours. Made up and Iaid, 


carpeting always looks Much quieter 
than it does “in the piece,” particu- 
larly in gently toned surroundings. 
Dove-grey walls, for instance, will 
take a plain bergundy carpet and 
loose covers of greyed mustard- 
yellow in -a flowered or ‘geometric 
print introducing touches of grey and 
burgundy. In an open-plan home 
,ou can go one further with warm- 
walls, deep red carpet, and 
orchid-pink covers. Both these 
schemes are equally well sujted to 
summer and winter use. 

In. curtain fabrics the variety of 
design is almost bewiklering. Black 
or white is much used as a back- 
cround. A Harlequin medicy of 
Impressionist colours set off by a fair 
amount of black, looks wonderful with 
contemporary furniture, For the large 
room there is a design in which soft 
black frames medallions with little 
figures stiffly posed and _ brightly 
coloured as in an old tapestry. One 
very new screen print shows ivy leaves 
on. an off-white background. The 
Watteau” . designs, ecighteenth-cen- 


tury. figures’ in soft colours, are 
beautiful; but they demand to be 
used only where they can be seen 


to advantage. 

Damasks and brocades are as popu- 
lar as ever, says Mr. Bennett, of 
Bennett's. Pelmets. In bedrooms they 
often partner a plain Satin which can 
match, tone, or contrast. For instance, 
the brocade might be used for the 
curtaing and the bed’s “topper” 


spread, the satin for a swag-and-tail 


curtain pelmet and the bed's ruffled 
underskirt. 
and pelmet can do a lot to disguise 
a badly-proportioned window; and a 
good way of treating unequal-sized 
windows in the same wall is to curtain 


them as one and connect them with

From America, which is to decorat- 
ing what France is to clothes, comes 
the idea of café curtarns; two pairs 
of curtains om separate rods, the top 
pair overlapping the lower ones by a 
minimum of two inches. Café cur- 
tains are especially useful at a window 
which is overlooked or possessed of 
a view of a blank wall-—-the four 
curtains give you maximum control 
of light and privacy. Or you might 
prefer three-tier curtains in generously 
full folds‘ and three shades of the 
same colour, the rods painted to 
match the walls. 


An ingenious answer to the padded 
head-board problem has been found by 
a firm of 
specialists (Koniver- 
ton's). The carving 
is removable in 
sections for clean- 
ing or . changing 
the material fany- 
one who wields a 
screwdriver with 
reasonable effici- 
ency can manage 
it.)

ISRAELI FURNITURE 
By NICHOLAS KESZTEN BAUM 


WING to their rather small- 
sized rooms Israelis have 
to adjust the type of their 
furniture in such a way as to take 
up as little room as possible. One 
therefore finds mainly very light 
furniture in Israel, made -of beech 
and occasionally of oak, designed 


to fit their restricted space. It is the 


studio-type furniture. 

The Israelis have ingenious ideas in 
the manufacture of furniture which is 
easily convertible. For instance; two 
or three comfortable armchairs in use 
during the day will probably make by 
appropriate rearrangement an equally 
comfortable bed at night. Continual 
efforts are made to design new styles 
and types of furniture that will be 
practical and economical in size and 
yet will at the same.time be pleasing 
to the eye. The finish of the furniture 


is equal to that of any Evropean 


product. 

In fact, all kinds of furniture are 
locally, some of it, 
naturally, by methods of mass-pro- 
duction. Among these latter are 
children’s convertible play-pens or 
high chairs. ordinary bentwood chairs, 
and so on. 

Tourists who have been to Israel 
will undoubtedly have noticed that 
almost everywhere floors are made of 
some kind of ceramic or tiles. This 
is done so that not only are the floors 
cool in hot weather but they can be 
easily wiped over several times a day, 
This also affects the design of furni- 
ture, for, in order to reach every part 
of the floor and every corner of the 
room with the floor-polisher, care must 
be taken to have the furniture designed 


$0 that all parts are well above floor-. 


level.

Having made a success of this 
first venture, Mr. Weinbau extended 
his activities into the furniture trade 
and opened a shop in Commercial 
Road in 1908.

of which has been made in the firm's 
own factory. 
Customers and tastes have: altered 
reatly during Mr.. Weinbau's career. 
efore the First World War furniture 
was a luxury and his cusiomers were 
drawn solely from the upper classes. 
Nowadays all sections of the public have 
become more “home conscious” and 
good furniture a necessity for all. Mr. 
Weinbau finds that young ptople today 
are more discriminating in their choice, 
and have a more educated tasic than 
their grandparents. As some of his cus- 
tomers today are the grandchildren of 
his original customers, Mr. Weinbau can 
give this judgment with authority. 
Despite his active business career im 
two firms—the lighting firm “ Wilec ” 
was taken over by his son, Mr. A. H. 
Winburne, in 1928—Mr. Weinbau 
managed to find time to participate 
actively in Jewish communal affairs. He 
was a member of the Council of the 
United Synagogue for 25 years, a mem- 
ber of the Board of Deputies for nine 
years, and was for many yeafs United 
Synagogue representative on the Jewish 
Board of Guardians. He was also the 
Warden of the New Synagogue for many 
years, and after moving to Hampsicad 
Garden Suburb became Warden there. 
He has paid six ‘visits to Isracl, the 
first being in 1924, when he was present 
at the opening of the Hebrew University. 
Mr. Weinbau is still active in his bust- 
ness, in which he has been joined by 
his daughter and son-in-law, Mr. and 
Mrs. G. M. Pollard. He is arranging an 
exhibition at. the store ths week to 
coincide with the opening of the 
Furniture Trades Exhibition.

PERMANENT 
SITE 


On the site of the swimming 
bath of the old Bath Club in 
Berkeley Street, “W., has been 
operied the only permanent exhibi- 
tion of furniture in London. No 
sales are made direct from the 
Centre ; the majority of the articles 
displayed can be bought at retail 
shops; some of the others (prin- 
cipally the range made for Amert- 
can Air Force families in Brita) 
will be available to the general 
public Jater in the year. a 

The difference between this exhibi- 
tion and others of a similar kind is 
that what is displayed is not so znuch 
individual articles of furniture as 
complete rooms—cven, in one Case, 
a complete lay-out of a small, modern 
home on two floors. Here we find a 
lavishly equipped (perhaps slightly 
over-equipped) kitchen. dining-room, 
sitting-room, and (horror of horrors !) 
television room, with two bedrooms 
upstairs. 

The idea seems an excellent onc, 
in as much as the prospective pur- 
chaser gets a far better picture of 
what a chair (for example) will look 
like when it is digplayed in its proper 
surroundings, set at a table laid with 
china and cutlery, and on a carpet, 
with the whole arranged so. that no 
two items clash with each other. 
Indeed, this has provided a unique 
opportunity for the small retailer 
with inadequate window-space to dis- 
play his goods to advantage in the 
appropriate surroundings. 

Features that particularly impressed 
me were the fitted bedheads, with 
reading lamps, accommodation for 
books, and (although this is not for 
me) wireless sets: and an attractive 
adjustable screen in washable plastic 
that. at the touch of a finger, converts 
one room into two.

dual craftsmanship and devoted to 
personal design. Where such firms 
are Jewish it will be found more often 
than not that their traditionalism also 
extends to the sphere of religious 
observance and communal service. 
The furniture firm of M, P. Davis & 
Sons (17 Kingsland Road, Shoreditch) 
belongs to that type. Now being run 


. by the three Davis brothers—aAsher. 


Nathan, and Maurie—who are the 
third generation of cabinet-makers, 
the firm was established 57 years ago, 
by the partnership of their father (who 
now lives in Israel) and their late 
uncle. It is one of the very few enter- 
prises which are closed not only on the 
Holy-<days but also on Sabbath—a 
feature equally appreciated by the 
Jewish and non-Jewish employces. 
Like their father, who was active in 
the Mizrachi movement in London. 
his three sons are all keen supporters 
of Zionism, and their devotion to 
israel finds an additional, and -practi- 
cal, reflection in the fact that they use 
extensively Israeli plywood in the 
manufacture of their furniture. 

Following another of their father’s 
traditions, the three brothers are active 
members of the synagogue, Mr. 
Nathan Davies being both a founder 
and a member of the Board of Man- 
agement of the Cockfosters and North 
Southgate District Synagogue, to which 
Mr. Maurice Davis also belongs. The 
eidest brother. Mr. Asher Davis, is a 
member of the Stoke Newington 
Synagogue.

Some of the large retail and 
ire-purchase firms were persuaded to 
press those new manufacturers to put 
their houses in order.

Normalising Relationships 


This Trade Board laid down terms 
for a minimum rate of wages to which 
workers were entitled, with a sliding- 
scale based on the cost of living. it 
also instituted for the first time com- 
pulsory annual holidays with pay, a 
legal working week of 47 hours; and 
extra payment for overtime on a daily 
basis. The frequent meetings between 
the workers’ and employers’ repre- 
sentatives to hammer out these condi- 
tions tended to .normalise the 
relationship between, these partics. 

During the last war and the post- 
war years the organisation of the 
industry expanded to a very large 
extent. Over 75 per cent of the forty- 
thousand odd workers in the London 
district are members of the union, The 
conditions under which the workers in 
the furniture trades are employed at 
present ‘are quite favourable, and are 
governed by a Joint Industrial Coun- 
cil consisting of representatives of 
workers’ and employers’ organisations, 


Declining Membership 


In 1947 a further amalgamation 
took place between “ Nafta” and the 
Upholsterers Trade Union, which 
resulted in the formation of the 
National Union of Furniture Trades 
Operatives Nufto”™) The old 
No. 15 branch, which 35 years ago 
consisted almost entirely of Jewish 
members, is still a large influential 
branch of the union, but its Jewish 
members are now in a minority. Most 
of the children of the .old Jewish 
cabinet-makers (as is the case with 
other immigrant trades) are not taking 
up their fathers’ occupations. They 
find their way into the distributive 
trades, general business, and the 
professions. 

There are today in London less than 
a thousand Jewish workers employed 
in the industry. But the proportion 
of Jewish furniture employers is very 
high, probably 50 per cent; and the 
proportion of retailers and distributors 
may be still higher. These furniture 
manufacturers and distributors form 
an important section of the com- 
munity and play their part when 
appeals for general Jewish and com- 
munal assistance are issued,

The first prisoner abjured his faith: 


Juan Antonio Pomar, by trade 
merchant, a native and resident of 
this city, seventy years of age. 
arrested for Judaism. He appeared 
at fhe auto-da-fé in the dress of a 
penitent, with a two-peaked hood 
and a candle of green wax in his 
hands. His sentence, with its penal- 
ties, having been read out. he 
formally abjured his errors. was 
duly reconciled with the Church. 
warned, reprehended, cursed, . and 
condemned to wear a felon’s dress. 
be imprisoned for life. and to have 
all. his goods confiscated. 


For Zion’s sake, the second prisoner 
would not hold his peace. He was 
Rafael Valls, the leader of a large 
party of rich Xuetas, who had engaged 
an English ship and secretly sailed for 
England. A tempest. however, drove 
the ship back: the Xuetas were 
arrested, charged with tax evasion. and 
their goods confiscated to the value 
of several million florins. 

Rafael Valls the Elder, soap- 
maker by trade and..as it were. the 
Rabbi of all the Jews, aged fifty- 
one. a native and resident of this 
city, who after a reconciliation with 
the Church relapsed and was 
arrested for Judaism. He 
appeared in the same guise as the 
two last-mentioned [Catalina 
larong:. aged fifty. a cooper's wife. 
and Rafael Tarongi. her brother, 
aged twenty-one and unmarried. 
who had worn coats decorated with 

devils and the flames of hell, and 
hoods painted with toads, snakes. 
and horned monsters], and his sen- 
tence with i$ penalties having been 
read, was handed over to the secular 
arm to burn alive, as the last«men- 
tioned had also donc, with confisca- 
uon of goods, being heretic, 


apostate, Jidaiser, and backslider, 


who had been convicted. confessed 
‘to his’ crime. but remained most 
obstinately rooted in his errors. 


Inquisition Decree 


The full account of the burning is 
1oo sadistic to reprint here; but we 
learn that Rafael Valis “stood like 
a statue “ and continued to curse the 
Jesuits who had condemned him until 
All this took place, by the

[he document ends with a typical 
decree of the Inquisition : 

All. the offenders listed in this 
report have been publicly sentenced 
by the Holy Office, as avowed 
heretics ; their possessions confiscated 
and devoted to the Royal Treasury; 
themselves pronounced incompetent 
and disqualified from holding or 
acceding to any. rank or benefices, 
whether ecclesiasticai or secular, or 
any other public offices of honours ; 
unfit to carry on their persons, or 


have carried by their dependants, 


gold, silver. pearls, precious stones, 
coral, silk, camlet, or broadcloth; to 
ride on horseback, carry arms, ofr 
practise and use the other things 
which, by common law, the laws and 
pragmatic sanctions of this Kingdom, 
or the. directions and style of the Holy 
Office. are prohibited to persons thus 
degraded: the same _ prohibition 


extending, in the case of women under 
sentence of burning, to their sons and 
their daughters; and in the case of 
men, down to the third generation in 
tail male ; condemning at the same 
time the memory of those executed 
in effigy, ordaining that their bones 
(provided that these can be distin- 
guished from those of faithful Chris- 
tians) shall be exhumed, handed over 
to justice and to the secular arm, to 
be burned and reduced to ashes ; and 
there shall be obliterated or scraped 
away all inscriptions appearing in the 
burial-places of the said heretics. 
wherever they may be. whether 
affixed, or painted; and all armorial 
bearings, so that there remain nothing 
of them on the face of the earth 
except the memory of their sentence 
and of their execution. 


Deputation to the King 


The Xuetas, although making a 
great show of Catholic piety, con- 
tinued to be shunned by all other 
Majorcans—including those Jews of 
the 1453 conversion who had forgotten 
their origin. In the year 1773 the 
enlightened King Charles Il, famous 
for his expulsion of the Jesuits. 
received a deputation of cight leading 
Xuetas; as the result of which he 
issued a remarkable edict, intended to 
break down the prejudice which 
excluded them “from all societies. 
employments, honours, and amenities 
to which every honest Catholic sub- 
ject. of the King has a right to aspire,” 
though they paid taxes and undertook 
all the public services demanded of 
them. The King ordered that they 
should be granted complete equalits 
with the rest of his Majorcan subjects. 
and remarked that Christian baptism 
destroyed any “taint of lineage.” He 
forbade the use of the ~ offensive 
word Xueta’ under severe penalties, 
commanded the destruction of all 
barriers. or gates which formed the 
Palma Ghetto, and gave the inhabi- 
tants leave to settle wherever they 
pleased in the island. 

The edict was disregarded. except 
in sO much as the Captain-Crcneral 
tried to clear the ghetto by inviting 
the Xuetas to colonise the near-by 
desert island of Cabrera, which they. 
of course, refused to do. 1782. 
when the King issucd another. even 
stronger, edict,.the Palma civil and 
ecclesiastical authorities. mchuiding 
the _wniversity. protested that the 
behaviour required of them was 


-“ diametrically opposed to the clean 


Majorcan tradition.” which ecacluded 
the descendants of converts for eve: 
from all offices. honours, and digni- 
ties in the. island These people, 
maintained, still conserved “ Talmudic 
fantasies and customs that caused a 
natural disgust among pure-blooded 
Majorcans, and, whatever the deputa- 
tion may. have told the King, tar 
preferred to live in the ghetto. though 
many Of them owned large houses 
outside. 


Descendants of Converts 


Eisewhere—in Catalonia. for 
example—-the descendants of con- 
verted Jews had merged with the 
general population within two genera- 
tions ; but it had not happened, and 
could never happen, in Majorca. The 
Xuetas of Palma formed a closed 
society. they refused.to attend the 
City Hospital, preterring their own 
mutual-aid Organisation ; scorned 
agricultural labour, and observed a 
certain unparalleled and disgraceful 
Paschal custom. which earned them 
the horror of all good Christians. 
Their great show of religious devotion 
was puerile in its enthusiasm and 
CXCess. They Had, the previous 
century, refused to let pure-blooded 
Majorcans join their Silkworkers’ 
Guild. And, despite the King’s

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LOVER OF ZION

UST one hundred years ago, in 
1857, a book was published 
in London by a- Messianic 

Christian of Canada, George 
Wentworth Monk, with the title: 
“A simple Interpretation of 
Revélation,” which foretold the 
restoration of the Jewish nation to 
the Holy Land, and made a great 
impact on a section of the British 
people. Among those to be moved 
by it were Holman Hunt, the 
painter and the leader of the Pre- 
Raphaelite school, and John 
Ruskin, who was a close friend of 
Hunt. The author was a romantic 
figure, and his story, which offers 
links with the present, is 
worth recording. 

Monk was of a farming family in 
Nova Scotia. From his youth he was 
decply religious; and his belief in 
the restoration of the Jewish people 
to the Holy Land led: him to migrate 
to Jerusalem im 1854. There he fell 
in with Holman Hunt, who had 
achieved fame by one of his religious 
paintings. “ The Light of the World.” 
Moved by his belief that true art 
must he founded on nature, Hunt 
went out, in 1853, to live in the‘ Holy 
Land and to paint scenes in the hte 
of Jesus and stories of the Old Testa- 


ment, His famous canvas, “The 


Scapegoat.” was painted in the wilder- 
ness of Judea, as some say by that 
Rock of Feshker which, in our day. 
has become still more celebrated as 
the scene of the caves of the Dead 
Sea Scrolls 

Monk lived with Hunt im the house 
of a Russian priest. of the Orthodox 
Church, which is still occupied, ir the 
Street. of the Prophets. The house 
was attached to that Russian ptigrim 
compound, the first of the. religious 
foundations outside the walls of the 
Holy City, and today occupied by the 
Law Courts of Israel 


War Over Holy Places 


Soon after Monk arrived in Jeru- 
Silem war’ between the Russians and 
the Turks broke out. nominally over 
certain rights at the Holy Places, but 
more fundamentally over the deter- 
mined effort of Tsarist Russia to 
dominate the Ottoman Sultan. The 
Turks were supported by England and 
France m what became known as the 
Crimean’ War. During the fighting 
Monk was a farm worker in the 
earhest of the agricultural settlements 
of the Jews in modern times. The 
settlement was at the village of Urtas, 
near the main road between Bethichem 
and Hebron. and near the Pools of 
Solomon, where a copious spring 
bursts out into the valley to make an 
oasis Of fertihty. Hh was founded by 
another. romantic figure—~Meshullam, 
a Jew Salonika-—who had been 
converted to Ohbhristianity by Bishop 
Giobat, the second Protestant Bishop 
in Jerusalem, | 

[he settlement in Urtas was spon- 
sored -by that English Consul, Fina. 
who combined with his . consular 
duties enthusiastic efforts for restoring 
the Jews to the soil. The efforts, 
indeed, brought him inte financial 
difficulties and led to his transfer to 
a country with less Messianic tempta-

THE JEWS OF THE SUDAN 


By Dr. MICHAEL BARNETT* 


NINE-DAY visit to the 

Sudan, in connection with 

a research project, provided 
me with an opportunity to meet the 
members of the small Jewish com- 
munity of Khartoum. 

There are a few Jewish families in 
one or two other towns of the Sudan, 
at Wad Medani, the hub of the cotton- 
growing Gezira region, and at Port 
Sudan on the Red Sea, where 
modernised harbour | facilitics are 
assuming an increased importance. 
The community as such, however, 
lives in the capital, working in Khar- 
toum itself, at the confluence of the 
Blue and White Niles, and in the 
adjacent citics of Omdurman and 
Khartoum North, which are joined to 
Khartoum by bridges across the two 
rivers. “ie 

Unlike the members. of many other 
communities in the Middle East and 
Wocth Afiica,-the jews of the Sudan 
are. comparatively recent arrivals. 
The:territory which now forms. the 


Republic of the Sudan is jin area 


rather larger than Egypt, by which it 
is bordered on the North. In the 


‘South and PBast:the Sudan has fron- 


tiers with Eritrea, Ethiopia, and the 


Fast African colonics. In the West

it borders the Belgian Congo and 
French Equatorial Africa. 

I obtained no information about the 
presence of Jews in the Sudan before 
the arrival, in. 1884, of General 
Gordon, who unified a number of 
separate tribal areas under a common 
government, run jointly. by Britain 
and Egypt. Gordon's army included 
a Turkish Jew, Mr. Ben Zion Cost, 
who remained in Khartoum when the 
Moslem religious leader, the Mahdi. 
rebelled. As an. adviser to. the 
Caliph, who succeeded the Mahdh, 
and who maintained an independent 
government for years, Mr. Costi was 
able to stay on in the Sudan. He was 
forced. however, to practise Moham- 
medanism and to take a Sudanese 
wife. When Kitchener liberated the 
Sudan in 1898, Costi, who had by then 
Arabised his name Bassyount, 
reverted to Judaism, and converted his 
wife, His two Sons now hold 
respected positions in the Sudanese 
public service. | 

In the years that followed Kit- 
chener’s recapture of Khartoum a 
few Jewish families moved from 
Egypt to settle in the city, while others 
came from Iraq. Then, in the early 
1900s. more families arnved from 
Palestine, Turkey, and other Middle 
Eastern countries, and a smal] number 
from Eastern Europe. Several families 


left the Sudan for Israel between 1948, 


when the Jewish State declared her 
independence, and January, 1956, 
when the Sudan became completely 
independent and joined the Arab 
League. The community now num- 
bers about 350 men, women, and 
children, some of the youngest being 
fourth generation Sudanese. The 
community has its own synagogue. 
with a council of elders drawn from 
the men who rank as “ second genera- 
tion” relative to Costi and his con- 
temporaries, and a club run mostly 
by the “third generation,” but 
frequented by young and old alike. 
Although if is now winter in the 
Sudan the evenings are still warm 
enough for the men and women to sit 
around, on the porch of the club, 
playing bridge and talking. 


Educated Abroad

have relations abroad, in. Europe, in 
the Middle East, and one or two.in 
the United States.

Jews have been educated outside the 
country, for example, at Victoria Col- 
lege in Alexandria, and at schools in 
Western Europe. Several of the chil- 
dren are now at school m England. 

The first rabbi of the community 
was Rabbi Solomon Malka. For forty 
years he acted as rabbi, shochet, and 
mohel, charging nothiig for his ser-

To save himself he climbed a 
tree, but the barking of the dogs had 
roused the farmer, who, secing what 
he took t@’ be a shaggy bear in the 
tree, shot and wounded Monk in the 
head. He was already a littl odd; 
and he was, for a time. crazed. When 
he recovered he became in America 
a member of a mystical brotherhood, 
of the New Life. which was domin- 
ated by thomas Lake Harris. a 
mixture of seer and charlatan. 
Another votary of that brotherhood 
was the brilliant English diplomat and 
man of letters, Laurence Oliphant. of 
whom a life has just been written. 
He and Monk became close friends; 
and when they escaped from the 
thraidom of Harris each went his 
way to help the Jewish reiurn. 


Disraeli’s Backing 


Oliphant explored the Land of 
Gilead across Jordan, and. sought, 
with” Disraelis backing, to. get a 
charter from the Sultan tor Jewish 
colonisation in the region Failing 
in that, he helped to found the 
earliest Jewish “ colony ~ ih Samana, 
Zichron-Jacob, The first settlers were 
Rumanian Jews; and Oliphant, who 
made his home in a near-bi Arab 
village on the Carmel, guided them. 

Monk had ambitious plans, and 
launched an appeal for a Palestine 
Restoration Fund; together with a 
project for world peace. which should 
have its agency in Jerusatem. Creat 
Britain should acquire Palestine for 
the Jews. A joint stock bank should 
be founded with a capital of 
$10.000.000, .and every person whe 
believed in the return should invest 
a tithe of his property in the bank. 
Monk's plan was the precursol of 
Herzis Jewish Colonial Trust. His 
appeal to organisations. Jewish and 
Christian, to give a tithe. met with 
ttl response. Holman Hunt. indeed, 
who was again associated with him, 
gave the lead, but Ruskin was now 
more caulous 

As in the vision of the Hebrew 


Prophets, the return of the Jews to. 


the Land of the Bible was linked with 
hopes and plans for universal peace. 
it was a period when the idea of 
imernational arbitration, lollowing 
the settlement by that means of the 
dispute between England and the 
Linsted States over the s.s. Alabama, 
was hailed as the wav of avoiding war 
between nations. Monk proposed 
that Jerusalem should be the cits of 
the wnternational tribunal. and a centre 
of what he. called “The- United 
Nations.” 


Prince of Philanthropy 


The response to his appeals, both 
financial and political, was woetuily 
smal. ‘The Jews were not Vet ready, 
and almost the sole Anglo-Jewish per- 
sonage of note. to encourage him was 
Frederick Mocatta, a prince of philan- 
thropy ; and he was more inchned: to 
heip the man than the cause. Monk 
kept up tirelessly a correspondence in 
the JEwItsH Worip, and some of his 
letters were transiated mto Hebrew 
and appeared in. Hamacaip but al] 
to. no avail, He returned «a. dis- 
appomted man to his mative Canada, 
and sought to spread his message 
there, 

Physically, in his old age: he looked 
the type of seer: and he began 
vicariously to reap the reward of his 
labours when the Jewish colonisation 
on the fand was ‘spread’ by. - the 
“Lovers of Zion” from Russia and 
Eastern Europe. Gcorge Eliot had 
already given expression in her novel, 
“ Danie! Deronda.” to the Messianic 
hope ; and Kitchener and Conder. the 
English engineer officers who were 
carrying out the survey of Palestine 
for the, Palestine Exploration .

encouraged the Jewish practical sie ps 
to fulfil prophecy. . Monk. had. played

it was almost incredible that during that 
period he found time to make a study of 
the Gospels, translating them into Hebrew 
with a view to distinguishing the Hebrew 
element in them. 

“ Trnals which would have crushed the 
Spirit of mapy tough persons,” said Dr. 
Matthews, “jeft this frail old scholar 
full of energy and looking for new 
opportunities for service to his people 
and. to the cause of freedom and 
justice... : 7. We cannot but admire and 
reverence such a selfless and wise human 
being.

“ Israel is something more than a 
tiny Jewish foothold in the Middle 
East.

Zionists’ Unanimous Resolution

British Zionists last- Sunday ‘pledged their full support to the State 
of Israel to withstand all pressure for the withdrawal of the Israch 
forces from the Gaza Strip and the approaches commanding the Gulf of 
Aqaba before receiving assurances of Israel's military security and her 
right of passage through the vital waterways. am 

More than .a hundred delegates representing 63 societies and groups 
in the West and North-West of London and the Home Counties affiliated 


to the Zionist Federation. who met for 
a regional conference at Barclay 
House. London, N.W.1l, wunani- 
mously passed a resolution calling on 
the United Nations to “ impiement 
effective measures guaranteeing 
Isracl’s future security against Arab 
ageressive designs” and to facilitate 
direct negotiations between Israel and 
the Arab States. 

Opening the conference, Mr. A. L. 
Richtiger, Chairman of the Z.F.., 
stated that he could not imagine any 
government in Israc! which would 
comply completely with the U.N. 
resolution passed the previous day and 
would withdraw from Gaza and Shram 
el Sheikh without positive guarantees 
against renewed attacks and blockade. 
The conference, he said, ‘should 
express its full support for and con- 
fidence in the Government of Israel 
and the determined stand it had taken 
in order to preserve the security “ won 
with so much toil and blood.” It was 
not the first time that they would have 
to take a stand against organised 
world opinion for a cause that was 
right, Mr. Richtiger declared 


Altegation Challenged 


Mr. Richtiger turned to the contro- 
‘yersy about Jewish day schools. which, 
he said, was unfortunately still raging 
within the community here, and which, 
he added. had now even been brought 
into the orbit of the Claims Conference 
in New.

Mr. M. Levene emphasised that only

Dealing with educational problems, 
Mr. Levene announced that Barclay 
House would be taken over by the Z.F. 
and turned into a Jewish day school-— 
a project which had the support not ony 
of the Zionist societies but of the Jews 
community in the reighbourhood. This 
would reguire the closest co-operation 
among the societies in North-West 
London, and the speaker suggested that 
the now defunct regional co-ordinating 
committee should be revived. He con- 
gratulated Tue CHRONICLE on the 
introduction and content of its Hebrew 
column. There was no reason, he added, 
why the organ of the Federation should 
not follow the example of THe Jewtsn 
CHRONICLE 


Tribate to France 


Mr. M. Flaischmari paid tribute to the 
attilude of France, vis-a-vis Israci, and 
contrasted it with that of the United 
States, who, he said, demanded that Israc! 
accept “an unconditional surrender.” 

Mr. S. Landman, Chairman of the 
General Zionist Organising Commitie-, 
mentioned the possibiliix sanctions 
being imposed echinst Isracl, and asked 
whether the present economic system, 
which was not based on private enter- 
prise, was really the one that could best 
Stand up to the stram and best ensure 
assistance from Jewry in non-socialist 
countries. 

Several Zionist youth delegates com- 
plained that the senior movement was 
mot giving them enough assistance, 

Mr. E. Frankel, Assistant Treasurer of 
the Z.F., said that the most promising 
feature in British Zionism during the past 
year had been the emergence of a 
Zionist movement among Jewish students 
and the younger intelligentsia, many of 
whom had formed themselves into aliva 
groups. One group of 25 had already 
left for settlement in Kiryat Gat. 

In a statement on the various schemes 
for visits to. Israel, sponsored by. the 
Youth Department of the Jewish Agency, 
Mr. Y. Goodman gave special mention 
to planned group tours organised for 
members of non-Zionist youth clubs in 


order to bring them into closer contact 


with Israel. 

Replying to the discussion Mr. Woolf 
Perry, a Vice-President of the Z.F., said 
that the leadership of the Federation was 


‘as good as, if not better than. any in the 


Zionist world. British Zionists had 
shown more courage in opposing plicies 
of their own Government in critical times 
than had the Zionist Organisation in 
America. In answer to Mr, Landman, he 
also said that it was for the Israelis to 
decide the social and economic system 
in their country.

STEWS AND HOT POTS 


Chollant 


This is the traditional dish served on 
the Sabbath im Orth odox homes when a 
hot meal is required, It is prepared on 
Friday and cooked in a cool oven until 
mid-day dinner the following day. 

Ingredients. Fat brisket or short rib. 


2 tb.: haricot or butter beans, 4 ID.: 
medium-sized atoes, 2 sugar, 
| tablespoonful; 1 onion; dumpling, 


seasoning. 

Use a short-handled saucepan or large 
casserole with a tightly fiiting lid, Peel 
the potatoes and leave them whole. Put 
the beans in the bottom of the pan, add 
the chopped onion and half the potatoes, 
place the meat im the centre, with 
the dumpling around, and fill u 
with remaining potatoes. Season ecac 
layer salt and pepper. sprinkle 
over su cover with 
boiling greaseproof paper 
over the top before putting on the lid. 
Place in the middle of a moderately hot 
oven until it comes to the boil then 
turn the heat down to 250° Regulo j-} 
and leave till required the following day. 


For the rng . Mix together 4 oz. 
of flour, 1 oz. finely chopped suet 
or raw chicken fat. | tablespoonful of 
grated onion, 2 teaspoonfuls of chopped 
parsicy and a large graicd potato. 
Season with salt and pepper and form 
into a roll, 


Hungarian Goulash 


Stewing steak or veal, 14 Ib.; dripping. 
2 tablespoonfuls; flour, 1 tablespoonful ; 
paprika, | large teaspoonful; concen- 
irated tomato purée, | tablespoonful; 
2 ontons; 2 or 3 sticks of celery; 1 or 2 
carrots; salt, pepper, small potatoes. 

Cur. the meat into l-inch cubes and 
roll in seasoned flour. Prepare and slice 
the vegetables. Melt the dripping in a 
frying pan, add the meat and onion and 
fry a golden brown. Then put into a 


large casserole with the carrots and 
celery and season with salt and pepper! 
and sprinkle over the paprika. Pour 


over sufficient boiling water or stock to 
cover, to which add the tomato pureéc, 
put the lid on the casserole and cook in 
a slow oven for 2 hours; then add the 
potatoes and cook for another 45 
minutes. If the potatoes are small leave 
them whole, otherwise cut in halves or 
quarters. 

Note. If preferred, 
poiatoes to the stew, served boiled 
macaron: or spaghetti separately.- 

» Steak and Sausage Hot Pot 

Siewing. steak, | sausages, 4 
potatoes, 14 Ib.: flour, 1 oz.: a large 
cooking apple; 2 onions; salt, pepper, 
stock or water. 

Remove skins from the wags ag and 
with floured hands roll into tiny balls. 
Cut the steak inio cubes. Season the 
flour with salt and pepper and coat meat 
and sausage balls with it. ~ Peel and slice 
the potatoes, onions, and apple. Pui a 
layer of sliced potatoes in the bottom of 
a large casseroic, then one of meat and 
sausage balls, cover with sliced onion 
and appk. season with salt and - pepper 
and repeat the layers. Pour over suffi- 
cient boiling stock or water barely to 
cover the contents, then top with thickly 
sliced potatoes. Dot with dripping or 
margarine, put the lid on the casscrole 
and cook in a slow oven for 3. hours, 
removing the lid the last half hour. 

Haricot Stew 

Sitewing steak, 1 Ib.: haricot beans, 6 
oz.; carrots, 4 Ib.; stock, 14 pts.; drip- 
ping. 2 oz.; flour, 14 oz.; 2 leeks; salt. 
pepper, vinegar. 

SOAK the beans in water overnight. Cut 
the meat into small pieces, put in a dish 
with 2 tablespoonfuls of vinegar, lei it 
soak for minutes, turning it 
occasionaly. Prepare and slice the 
carrots and leeks, melt the dripping 
fry the vegetables golden brown. 
lift them out, stir in the flour; brown 
this, then gradually add the stock and 
stir till boiling. Put the meat, vegetables, 
and beans in a casserole, stason with 
salt and pepper, pour over the thickened 
gravy, cover and cook in a slow oven 
for 3 hours.

Paris Fashion House Designs

Suppleness is the main feature of 
the clothes in the current Paris spring) 
summer wholesale collections, although 
Is mterpreted differently from house 
to house. Although many suit jackets 
ignore the waistline, there are more 
than a few in which it is definitely 
indicated if not firmly marked—often 
by a belt in self-fabric. 

Typical of the straight-suited j | 

sira jacket is 
one. by Jacques Grifle in a black and 
white wool fabric patterned with smal! 
shepherd checks. e skirt is slim, and 
the jacket fastens from neck to hem. The 
only detail interest is supplied by a patch 
ne at the hem of the jacket at either 
side. 

Belted suits fall into two categories. 
First, there are those which pull in the 
jacket and even give it a bloused effect 

hen there are those which merely encircle 
the waist without altering the straight 
line of the jacket and which are slotted 
through loops so that they are held in 
place. Examples of this tvpe are to be 
seen at Basta, in a black and white Glen 
check, and at the ready-to-wear cellection 
of Maggy Rouff in bright red wool 
jersey. 


Use of Kimono Sleeves 


Another feature which, adds to the 
puree suppleness of line is the use of 
mono siceves on suit jackets. At Gat- 
tegno, Most suit jackets are short and 
are either unfitted or marked at the waist 
by a_ belt of self-fabric. Sometimes the 
waistline is indicated only by a little flat 
bow at the front, as on a suit of bright 
blue wool, while other models have semi- 
fitted -jackets. 

Lempereur favours short peplums on 
soft, but fitted, jackets, and here Glen- 
checked wool fabrics are widely used. If 
sleeves are not cut on kimono lines, they 
ate mounted at natural shoulder level. 
Skirts are either straight or have all- 
round flat pleats-—particularly if they are 
in a Glen-checked fabric.

YEHUDI MENUHIN 


All great artists have moments when 
they feel particularly inspired. This is 
what happened to Ychudi Menuhin when 
he played Tchaikovsky's Violin Concerto 
at the Royal Albert Hall, on Sunday 
night. enuhin’s interpretation of 
this beautiful concerto and the way in 
which he brought vividly to life all the 
various moods of the composer, showed 
that he has a great affection for it, while 
the consummate artistry and prodigious 
technique which accompanied its per- 
formance, will remain memorable. His 
cadenzas, too, both in the Tchaikovsky 
and the Mozart Violin Concerto No. 5 
in A, which he had previously performed 
were a delight to the discerning musical 
ear. The Mozart concerto did not, how- 


ever, bring out all the greatness of 
Menuhin. This I attribute to the fact 
that the concerto was. written when 


Mozart was only 19 and did not afford 
the virtuoso violinist sufficient scope for 
the emotional depth and technical skill 
in the same way as the maturity of 
Tchaikovsky's work did. It speaks well 
for the London Philharmonic Orchestra 
under Sir Adrian Boult, who accompanied 
Menuhin, that though he played the 
allegro passages in the last movement of 
the Tchaikovsky concerto at a terrific 
speed, they mever faltered or got 
out of control. N.B. 


REIZENSTEIN CANTATA 


Two Jewish composers occupied the 
enlire programme of the London Sym- 
hony Orchestra concert at the Festival 
Jalil on Sunday night. Mahler's Fourth 
Symphony is the lightest and gayest of 
all his ten, and its four movements are 
full of happy melodic and tonal inven- 
tions. Josef Krips kept the orchestra 
delightfully bubbling away in an affec- 
tionate performance. After the interval 
Reizenstein's “ Voices of Night.” a can- 
tata for soprano and baritone soloists. 
chorus, and@ orchestra, had its first public 
performance in this country. The 
impressive quality of the work is the 
aptitude of the orchestral and choral

writing.; though here and there one could 
argue about a misplaced forte; or the 
over-dramatic emphasis of a word: and 
surely the repetition of “Let there be 
Light!” 4s wrong theologically, if not 
artistically. In the fourth movement the 
choice of poems puts the accent too 
much on the macabre, though this 
enables Reizenstein to write some of his 
most effective music. The solos did not 
sound $0 convincing as the choruses, 
though “Come cheerful Day “ 
exception to this rule. The work as a 
whole will-surely strengthen its appeal 
with. repetition, for its beauties and 
felicities afe not to be apprehended in 
one, or even two hearings. Suzanne 
Danco and Thomas Hemsley, the Gold- 
smiths Choral Union, and the L.S.O. 
were fully responsive to Josef Krrips’s 
demands, and the ovation for composer 
and performers at the close was fully 
justified.

In two smaller pieces, Ravel's 
“ Piéce en forme dhabaficra “ and one of 
Dvorak’s Slavonic dances, her fingering 
was not not so sure, the double-stopping 
in the Dvorak not always sounding truc. 
But all in all, hers was a distinctive per- 
formance, and her strong, firmly based 
‘manner of playing was very much to the 
mind of her accompanist, Paul Ham- 
burger.

YOUNG PAINTERS OF PARIS 


The second exhibition of “La Jeune 
Peinture de Paris” at Marlborough Fine 
Arts includes three Jewish artists in Pau! 
Guiramand, Richard Olney, and Claude 

enot. Léa Lublin, who was represented 
last year, is now in Canada: Paul 
Guiramand studied at the Ecole 
Nationale des Beaux-Arts and won. the 
Prix de Rome. He is new realist in out- 
look and technique but, like many of the 
younger members of the school, does not 
deny himself colour. Hix pictures (still 
life, boats, and a woman eating a slice 
of melon), are well constructed, especially 
one of fish. Richard Olney is an Ameri- 
can now working in Paris and his 
" Portrait, of Elliot Stein makes his 
sitter look a tortured youth with preda- 
tory hands, wearing a cardigan that well 
accentuates the mood. Claude Venot. 
the youngest of the three, who studied 
at the Atelier Auricoste, is the most 
sensitive. He is represented by a portrait 
and a still life. the dominating colour of 
each being a soit blue. 

_At the Pushkin Club, 46 Ladbroke 
Grove, W.11,. which has many Jewish 
members and friends. including the Israch 
Ambassador, there is until today (January 
25), a small exhibition of water-colours 
by Mstislav Dobujinsky. Mr. Dobu jin- 
sky.. who was professor at the State 
Academy of Art in St. Petersburg. left 
Russia in 1923 and is known all over the 
world as a designer of costume and 
scenery for opera and ballici. Besides his 
watercolours of Sit. Petersburg and 
London, this exhibition shows a fascinat- 
ing set of costumes for the New York 
production of Prokofiev's opera “ War 
and Peace,” in which he has obviously 
enjoyed delineating character as well as 
costume. Mr. Dobujinsky ts now at work 
on a new production of Coppelia for 
the Ballet Rambert. 

The ICA is staging, tll February 16, a 
review of British abstract art in 1956 
under the title “ Statements.” each of 2! 
artists represented making a statement in 
the catalogue of his point of view. As 
was to be expected Sandra Blow writes 
of texture and she writes as follows:

HUNGARIAN JEWS DURING REVOLT 
Refugee Students in First Ranks of Demonstrators 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


‘Many and conflicting have been the 
reports as to the attitude and the 
actions of the Jews in Hungary during 
the fecent revolt against the Com- 
munists. 


In the view of two young Hungarian 
Jewish students, who fought in the revolt 
and escaped to England. the majority of 
Hungarian Jewry was unanimous in is 
support of the movement for national 
independence. 

As to the question of antisemitism on 
the part of Hungarians, they sav that it 
is inconceivable that the mentality of a 
people so obsessed with a haired of Jews 
as a resuk of centuries-old anti-Jewish 
education could be transformed im the 
course of a few years into mild humam- 
tarians. Especially so, say the studenis, 
as there were among the leaders of the 
Communist Party some Jews who had 
absolutely no connection with Jewry, who 
were never considered as Jews by Jews. 
and who in fact betrayed their Jewish 
brethren. It was not surprising, there- 


fore. that the activities of such 
strengthened the antisemitic thoughts of 
the uneducated masses of the Tentehrlon 
people. 
Under 


such circumstances it was 
reasonable to suppose that any major 
political change would lead to antt- 
semitic riots. re were, therefore, only 


two alternatives for Hungarian Jewry. 
Either they supported the Communist 
régime, thus making 4n attempt to pre- 
vent the possible anti-Jewish outbursts, or 
they took the risks involved and made 
efforts themselves to overthrow the pro- 


Soviet Government. The former meant 
their total economic destruction and 
degradation as human beings; the latter 


involved the danger of active antisemitism 
that could have denied the Jews even 
their right to live 


There was no time for hesitation. said 


the students. The spontancous demon- 
strations began and the vast Majority of 
Jewish youth, including probably all 


Jewish students, marched in the first ranks 
of the demonstrators, and when there was 
need for it fought on the barricades for 
the liberty and independence of Hungary

THE RETURN TO DAVID 


By MURRAY ROSTON 


HERE can be few who do 
not recognise the challenge 
with which Judaism is faced 
in our own time. From the com- 
parative security of a small Jewish 
village, where to question the exis- 
tence of God was a mark not of 


foolhardiness but of foolishness, 
the Jew has been suddenly 
transported to the maelstrom 
of twentieth-century civilisation, 


where he is required to justify the 
validity of his behefs in accordance 
with a. system of reasoning which, 
in the final analysis, may be rejected 


by the very society which now. 
accepts it aS a norm. 

The shock of this impact has 
resulted not merely in loss of faith 


among a certain section of the com- 
munity, but in a sincere attempt 
among others radically to reform and 
reassess the fundamentals both of jaw 
and belief in thé light of contem- 
porary .non-Jewish thought. The 
resulting danger is not so much the 
loss of a few members on the tringe 
of the congregation as the reaction 
within the Orthodox groups against 
any form of adaptation or criticism. 
Since, even among the Orthodox, such 
criticism. has concerned itself mainly 
with suggestions for the formation of 
a Satthedrin to change such laws as 
have become obsolete, the sus- 
picions of conservative elements were 
not entirely without foundation 


Awareness of God 


But interest in minor changes ofl 
Jewish law is of _very secondary 
importance compared with the need 
for a change of emphasis within the 
spiritual field; a change .not away 
from traditional Judaism but back to 
something which, in the time of King 
David, was the central pivot of rely 
gious. thought and . expericnce-—the 
positive awareness of God in every 
aspect of Creation. No one would 
seriously pretend that the kind of life 


lived by King David resembled in any. 


but a spiritual sense that of the 
East European Jew of the last cen- 
tury, yet the bond between the two 
in piety, devotion, and knowledge of 
God's presence in every facet of their 
lives made the intervening centuries 
appear as “a day that passes and a 
watch in the night.” 


As one reads through the Psalms, 
vibrant. with an exhilarating passion 
and sincerity, one feels that there is 
no division here between sacred and 
secular, between the realms of religion 
and daily life. When the shepherd 
king contemplated his Creator, he did 
so in terms of the daily ‘occupation 
of his younger years ; when he walked 
at night beneath the glittering stars, 
or watched the sun rise above the hills 
of Judah, he saw the heavens relating 
the glory of God and offering silent 
testimony to His presence. As he 


‘plucked the strings of his lyre and 


brought forth mélodies to soothe the 


heart of a weary king, he found there. 


too, food for “thoughtful music on 
the lyre.” and even in the blood- 
stained field of battle he conceived 
of his God as a warrior. Truly could 
he say that on the Torah did he

“HUNGARIAN JEWS DURING REVOLT 
Refugee Students in First Ranks of Demonstrators 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Many and conflicting have been the 
reports as to the attitude and the 
actions of the Jews in Hungary during 


the recent revolt against the Com- 
munists. 


In the view of two young Hungarian 
Jewish students, who fought in the revolt 
and escaped to England. the majority of 
Jewry was unanimous in iis 
support of the movement for national 
independence. 

As to the question of antisemitism on 
the part of Hungarians, they sav that i 
is inconceivable that the meniality of a 
people so obsessed with a haired of Jews 
as a result of centuries-old anti-Jewish 
education could be transformed in the 
course of a few years into mild humani- 
tarians. Especially so, say the studenis, 
as there were among the leaders of the 
Communist Party some Jews : ho had 
absolutely no connection with Jewry, who 
were never considered as Jews by Jews, 
and who in fact betrayed their Jews 
brethren. It was not surprising, there- 


fore. that the activities of such people 
strengthened the antisemitic thoughts of 
the uneducated masses of the Hungarian 
people. 

Under such circumstances it was 
reasonable to suppose that any major 
political change would lead to anti- 
semitic riots re were, therefore, only 
two alternatives for Hungarian Jewry. 
Either they supported the Communist 
régime, thus making an attempt to pre- 
vent the possible anti-Jewish outbursts, or 
they took the risks involved and made 
efforts themselves to overthrow the pro- 
Soviet Government. The former meant 
their total economic destruction and 
degradation as human beings; the latter 
involved the danger of active antisemitism 
that could have denied the Jews even 
their right to live. 


There was no time for hesitation. said 
the studems. The spontaneous demon- 
sirations began and the vast Majoriy of 
Jewish youth, including probably all 
Jewish students. marched in the first ranks 
of the demonstrators. and when there was 
need for it fought on the barricades for 
the liberty and independence of Hungary.

THE RETURN TO DAVID 


By MURRAY ROSTON 


HERE can be few who do 
not recognise the challenge 
with which Judaism is faced 
in our own time. From the com- 
parative security of a small Jewish 
village, where to question the eXis- 
tence of God was a mark not of 
foolhardiness but of foolishness, 


the Jew has been suddenly 
transported to the maelstrom 
of twentieth-century civilisation, 


where he is required to justify the 
validity of his beliefs in accordance 
with a system of reasoning which, 
in the final analysis, may be rejected 
by the very society which now 
accepts it aS a norm. 

The shock of this impact has 
resulted not merely in loss of faith 
among a certain section of the com- 
munity, but im a sincere atiempi 
among others radically to reform and 
reassess the fundamentals both of law 
and belicf in the light of contem- 
porary. non-Jewish thought. The 
resulting danger is not so much the 
loss of a few members on the [ringe 
of the congregation as the reaction 
within the Orthodox groups against 
any form of adaptation or criticism 
Since, even among the Orthodox, such 
criticism. has concerned itself mainly 
with suggestions for.the formation of 
a Sanhedrin to change such laws as 
may have become obsolete, the sus- 
picions of conservative elements were 
not entirely without foundation,

The Sanhedrin. 
composed of 7! 
rabbis and laymen 
from the Jewish com- 
munitics under 
Napoleonic rule in 
France, Italy. the 
Low Countries, and 
Germany, held its 
first meeting on 
February 9, 1807. Its 
purpose was tO give 
religious sanction to 
the answers, prepared 
by the Assembly of 
Jewish notables, to. a 
set of questions, sub- 
miited by the Gov- 
ernment, on Jewish 
marriage laws, the dutics of Jews to their 
fellow-citizens and the Siatc, and the 
Jewish atttiude to usury. 

The Sanhedrin held cight mectings and 
was dissolved on March 9, 1°07.’ 

The obverse of the medal shows the 
bust of Napoleon in uniform, and 
indicates that it was desiened by Baron 
Denon, and engraved by De Paulis. On 
the reverse, Napolcon, in imperial robes, 
is shown holding the two tablets of the 
Law. which have been handed to him 
by a knecling figure, representing Moses 
The reverse also bears the inscription 
“ Grand Sanhedrin - and the date (May 
W, 1806) of the Imperial decree providing 
for the convocation of ihe Assembly of 
Notables.

THE FLIGHT FROM EGYPT 
Re-Embarkation in Greece for Israel 


From our Correspondent 


ATHENS 

The Egyptian liner Misr arrived at 
Pireus, the port of Athens, from 
Alexandria, on Wednesday, bringing 
857 Jews expelled from Egypt. Half 
of them—old people, women and 
children—-had been confined in the 
ship's hold. 


International Red Cross officials and 
representatives of Jewish organisations 
boarded the ship soon after She d 
docked and distributed parcels of food 
and trun to the refugecs. 

Under the sudervision of the American 
Distribution Committee, 674 of 
the refugees were transferred to a Greek 
hiner bound for Israci. The remainder 
of the refugees are to proceed to Naples 
where they will be cared for by the Hias 
orgamsation pending their resettiement 
im overseas countrics. 

Mr. Charles H. Jordan, Director- 
General of the “ Jomt” arnved from 
Paris to meet the ship and to discuss 
with Greek Jewish leaders arrangements 
tor the resettlement of the Jews aboard. 


Mr. Jordan stated that the number of 
Jews from Egypt who had reached 
European ports since last November, 
when the expulsion orders were first 
issued, now exceeded ten thousand. 

Arrangements have been completed 
here for an airlift to enable Jews 
expelled from Egypt to be flown to 
Greece on the first stage of their journey 
to Isracl. 

"Planes have been chartered to fly the 
refugees to Athens and thence to Lydda 
airport. 

Details have not yet been disclosed, but 
it understood that a_ large-scale 
emigration of Jews from Egypt to Israel 
by this means is contemplatcd. 


MORE ARRIVALS IN 
FRANCE

The Yugoslavia put in at Marseilles 
on Sunday with 221 Egyptian Jewish 
refugees, of whom 133 immediately 
re-emigrated to Israel. More ships 
carrying Jews deported from Egypt are 
expected here within the next few days. 


KOSHER CANTEEN 
IN CASABLANCA

A kosher canfcen to provide meals 
to 1.200 persons daily, many im necessi- 
tous circumstances, was opened in the 
heart of Casablanca’s old city, last 
week, by the Casablanca Jewish Com- 
mittee, in the presence of Moslem and 
Jewrsh leaders. 
Ihe canteen comprises two large 
dining-rooms, a kitchen, and offices. 
Besides egctting a free meal at. the 
canteen, each Jewish person making use 
of ts tactities Will be able to take away

Aaron Ohrenstein, former Chief 
Rabbi of Bavaria, was placed on nine 
months’ probation by the district court 
here this week. This was his third 
trial reswlting from charges of fraud 
in connection with the trial in 1952 of 
Philipp Auerbach, the former Jewish 
President of the Bavarian Indemnifi- 
cation Office. 


As in the previous trials Rabbi 


-Ohrensicin was convicted of fraud. The 


Federal Constitution Court, taking up 
his plea that the legal procedure agains 
him had been unconstitutional, quashed 
the one-year prison sentence. previously 
imposed on him and ordered a retrial 
betore the Destrict Court hete. 

In his summing up, the defence counse! 
claimed that Rabbi Obhrensiein’s trial had 
been the direct Yesult of the personal 
controversy Deiween the former Bavarian 
Minister of Justice. Dr. Mueller. and the 
Minister-President~of the Bavarian State. 
Dr. Ehard, who had also controlled the 
Indemnification Office. 

he Prosecutor alleged that Rabbi 
Onhrenstem had wilfully misused the con- 
fidence placed in. him by the indemnifi- 
cation authorities and had falsified certi- 
fcates and other documents in connec- 
tion with mdemnification claims.

REGIME OF 
TERROR 


_ Eye-Witness Accounts 


From our Correspondent. 


An account of the persecution and 
spoliation of Jews in Egypt has been 
given here by a local lawyer who inter- 
viewed the refugees on arrival in Italy 
and France from Alexandria. 

Action against the Jews, he said, began 
on November 2 between 2 a.m. and 
6 a.m., when some 600 men and women 
in Cairo and about 200 in Alexandria 
were arrested. Among them were persons 
of various nationalities. They were 
locked up in a Jewish school in Cairo. 
An §4-year-old man was taken from an 
aued home and a 72-year-old epileptic 
from a sanatorium. Nine women were 
among those detained. All those arrested 
were kept incomunicado in classrooms 
without sufficient sanitary facilities and 
with inadequate food. 

A few days later the Greek and lalian 
nationals were released with orders to 
leave the country at once. The others 
were transferred to a gaol and interro- 
gated on their relations with = Isracl. 
About 150 were allowed to prepare their 
departure while in gaol with the help 
of a clerk provided by the authoritics. 
Some sixty persons were Kept in a gaol 
until December 26, when they were told 
to sign a form that they wished to leave 
Feypt of their own free will, never to 
return, and that they had no claims on 
the Egyptian Government. Those who 
signed received orders to leave within a 
week. Those who refused were beaten 
until they submiticd. in this way some 
7,000 were expelled by the second half of 
last month 

The remaining Jews in the country had 
their industrial and commercial enter- 
prises confiscated as “ vital to the security 
of the State.” and army officers were 
appointed managers. The officers’ first 
action was to dismiss all Jewish ¢mplovees 
without compensation. Large numbers 
of flais belonging to Jews were - taken 
over by the Egyptians. 

Most refugees reported that the popu- 
lation displayed no anti-Jewish bias and 
in fact had tried to help them as best 
they could But officials behaved brutally, 
even inflicting grievous injurics on women 
when they searched them 

Most of the refugees have ftalien victims 
to Nasser’s propaganda and believe. that 
there is not enough to cat m Israci, that 
travel as restricted, and that the country 
is so crowded that there is no room for 
additt ional newcomers
